Interlor Decorations. 

Since taking possession of the late Kyle 
House, Mr. Hoffman, with his usual en- 
terprise, has been making many changes in 
this popular hostelry. Besides christeulng 
it with the name, Huffman House, he has 
turned his attentlon to beantifying the 
building, commencing with the interlor, so 
as to give his guests the comforts and lux- 
urles to be found only in hotels of the bet- 
ter class. 

It is nob many weeks ago since the wine 
room was beautifully painted, and since 
then a staff of decorators have been bually 
engaged upon the walls and celling of the 
dining room, and we venture to say that 
there are few hotels in Canada where one 
could epjoy a meal in greater comfort.

There [s a special decorative effect produced 
over each window and door, the decorator 
with rare skill having brought out, io varl- 
ous shades of berra cotta, crimson and gold, 
a correct representation of a fan.

Carnot Always Spotlessly Attired, 


No president of the French republic has 
undertaken so many journeys up and down 
France as M. Carnot. Thanks to his scien- 
tific training, the chief of the state is able 
to model all his trips on the same mothodi- 
cal plan and no hitches of any kind occur 
during any of his tours. he trips are 
carefully mappod out longhefore they begin, 
nothing being left to whim or caprice. A 
day is fixed for the departure, a special 
train is prepared and the president starts 
punctually at the appointed time. His 
travelling outfit is arranged on the same 
simple and orderly plan. In two large 
boxes are stowed away three dress suits, 
eleven shirts, three cordons of the legion, 
four pairs of varnished boots, and dozens of 
socks, cravats, and white gloves, with two 
buttons in each of them. If his dress 
clothes be even slightly damaged by dust or 
rain the president changes at once without 
delay, so that he is able to walk as spick 
and span as if lie had just come out of the 
Elysee into a banquet or reception room 
While travelling the president talks to his 
entourage nearly all the time, never giving 
himself up to a reverie or to reading. He 
devotes himself altogether, in fact, to those 
around him. 

M. Grevy was leas methodical but equal- 
ly simple in his arrangements for his annual 
trip to Montsous-Vaudrey.

Tho civil governor and the direo- 
tor of posts and telegraphs will tendor their 
resignations unless the Government yields 
to the demands that the prosecution of the 
municipal authoritles be immediately 
stopped. 

The police yesterday forbade a popular 
demonstration in favor of the late Mayor, 
Marquis De Cubas. A mob paraded the 
streets headed by a woman carrying a 
black flag. There was groat excitement, 


Stopped the Procession, 
Loxpon, Dec, 2.—About 300 persons, 
mostly youths of London unemployed, 
started at Tower Hill lastnight to oarry out 
their pre.announced intention to hold a 
midnight procession. The police were out 
in large numbers. They permitted the 
paraders to proceed as faras Temple Bar, 

whore they easily dispersed them.

The much-disputed clause 27, removing 
tho Irish peers Doe the House of Lords 
and the Irish members from the House of 
Commons, disappears in the new bill, the 
representation of Ireland in the Imperial 
Parliament remainiug the same as at pre- 
sent. 

To meet the threatened activo refusal or 
passive resistance of the Ulasterites to tho 
Trish Parliament by the non-payment of 
taxes, sub-section 4 of clause 19 is to be 
extended so as to insure the employment of 
the police and military forces to enforce 
the payment of all taxes leviable by the 
Irish Parliament, 

Another alteration relates to disputos 
arising between the Irish Legislature and 
the Imperial Parliament. 

If Mr. Gladstone passes the bill in the 
House of Commons, it is certain to be re- 
jected by the House of Lords. This will 
involve a fresh appeal to the country, 

Even ifthe peors are at once submissive 
to the will of the people and allow the 
measure to become a law, tho alteration of 
the representation in the Imperial Parlia- 
ment consequent thereon will require an- 
other general election, while the initiation 
of the new Irish administration will draw 
heavily upon Mr, Gladatone's energies,

Phe flour markot is pretty dull and it is 
hard to sell flour except ona consumptive 
basis, and then exceedingly low quotations 
have to be made, Fora week back most 
of the local firms bave worked off all the 
parece and low grades they made, and the 

usiness was chiefly done in domestic 
markets. 

There is stilla good demand for red dog 
for feed and prices are firm. Export trade 
continues very dull. Direct export ship- 
ments last week were 40,180 barrels 
against 61,200 barrels the preceding week.

Talmage'’s Thanksgiving Sermon ile 


Points Out the Analogy Between Husk- 
ing Time and the Great Ro-Union That 


Will Take Pinoe in Heavon—A Shock of 


Brooxtyn, N.Y., Nov. 27th.—Rev. Dr 
Talmage to-day chose for his subject of dis- 
course one ¢ minently suited to the time fol 
lowing tho ingathering of the harvests, and 
to the Thanksgiving season The decoro 
tions of the Thanksgiving Day still remain 
ed on the platform tho | and 
long rows of yollow and whit« the 
front and back of the plattorm was in accord 
with the sermon, ‘The text selected wae 
“As a Shock of Corn Cometh in in His 
Season."" (Job 5; 26.) 

This is the time of the year for husking 
corn, If you have recently been in the 
fields of Pennsylvania, or New Jersey, or 
New York, or New England, or in any of 
the country districts, you know that the 
corn is all cut, The sharp kaife struck 
through the stalks and left them all along 
the fields until a man came with a bundle of 
straw and twisted a few of these wisps of 
straw into a band, and thon gathering up 
as much of the corn as he could compass 
with his arms, he bound it with this wisp 
of straw and then stood it in the field in 
what is called a shock. There aro now at 
least two billion bushels of corn cither 
standing in the shock, or having been al- 
ready husked. ‘The farmers gather, one 
day on one farm, and then another day on 
another farm, and they put on 
their rough hausking apron, and 
they take the husking peg, which 
is a piece of iron with a leathern loop fast- 
ened to the hand, and with it unsheath the 
corn from the husk and toss it into the gold- 
en heap. Then the wagons como along 
and take it to the corn-crib. 

About corn as an important cereal or corn 
as a motaphor the Bible is constantly speak- 
ing, You know about the people in famine 
coming to buy corn of Joseph, and the foxes 
on fire running into the ‘standing corn,” 
and about the oxen treading out the corn, 

and about the seven thin ears of corn that 
in Pharaoh’s dream devoured the seven 
good ears, and the ‘‘parched corn’ handed 
to beautiful Ruth by the harvesters of Beth- 
lehem, and Abigail's five measures of 
“parched corn” with which she hoped to 
appease the enemies of her drunken hus- 
band, and David's description of the valleys 
“covered over with corn,’ and “the hand- 
ful of corn in the earth,” and ‘‘the fall corn 
in the ear,” and Christ’s Sabbath morning 
walk through corn-fields, and the disciples 
“plucking ears of corn,” and so I am not 
surprised to find corn-husking time referred 
to in my text; “‘As a shock of corn cometh 
in in his season.” 

How vividly to all those of us who were 
born in the country comes the remem- 
brance of husking time. We waited for 
it as for a gala day of the year It was 
called a frolic. The trees having for the 
most part shed their foliage, the farmers 
waded through the fallen leaves and came 
through the co morning air to the glee- 
ful company. ‘The frosts which had sil- 
vered everything during the night began to 
melt off the top of the corn-shocks. 
While the farmers are waiting for others, 
they stood blowing their breath through 
their fingers, or thrashing their arms 
around their body to keep up warinth of 
circulation. Roaring mirth greeted the 
late farmer as he crawled over the fence. 
Joke and repartee and rustic salutation 
abounded. All ready, now? ‘The men 
take hold of the shock of cork and hurl it 
srostrate, while the moles and mice which 

ave secreted themselves there for warmth, 
attempt escape. The withe of straw is 
unwound from the cornshock and the 
stalks heavy with the wealth of grain are 
rolled into two bundles between which 
the husker sits down, The husking peg 
is thrust in until it strikes the 
then the fingors rip off the sheathing of 
the ear, and there is a crack of 
the corn is snapped off from the husk, and 
the grain disimprisoned is hurled up into 
the sunlight [he air is so tonic, the work 
is so very oxhilarating, the company 
blithe, that some laugh, and some shout, 
and some sing, and some banter, and some 
tease a neighbor for a romantic ride along 
the edge of the woods in an eventide, in a 
carriage that holds but two, and some pro- 
Ser as to the number of bushels to the 
ield, and others go into competition as to 
which shall rifle the most corn-shocks be 
fore sun-down. After a while, the dinner- 
horn sounds from the farm-house, and the 
table is surrounded by a group of jolly and 
hungry men. From all the pantries and the 
cellars and the perches of fowl on the place 
the richest dainties come, and there is carn}- 
yal and neighborhood reunion, and a scene 
which fills opr memory, part with smiles 
but more with tears, as we remember that 
the farm belongs now to other owners, and 
other bands gather in the field, and many 
of those who mingle in that merry husk- 
ing scene have thomselves been reaped, 
“like as a shock of cometh in in

You can afford to 
have your physical distresses when you 
know that they are only forwarding the 
soul’s liberation.

Every 
neuralgiotwinge 18 only a twist by the husk- 
er. Chere is good iv you that must come 
out. Some way the shackle must be 
broken. Some way the ship must be 
launched for heavenly yoyag:, You must 
let the Heavenly Husbandman husk off the 
mortality from the immortality. There 
ought to be great consolation in this for 
all who have chronic ailments, since the 
Lord is gradually and more mildly taking 
away from you that which binders your 
soul's liberation, doing gradually for you 
what for many of us in robust health per- 
haps he will do in one fell blow at the last, 
At the close of every illness, at the close of 
every paroxysm you ought to say, ‘*Thank 
God, that is all past now; thank God, I 
will never have to suffer that again; thank 
God, I'am so much nééree the hour of 
liberation.” You will never suffer the 
same pain twice.

States Delegate Henry W. Cannon atated 
that the question of limiting silver had 
been conmdered in the United States 
and it was recognized that under existing 
legislation there were no means for attain 
ing that object and that the modification 
of the present law in that direction was 
improbable. ‘Lhe Federal Government bad 
no direct or indirect interest in the work- 
ing of the silver mines, European capi 
talista wore, moreover, greatly interested 
in the American mines, making the prob 
lem more complicated. 

The value of the silver oxtracted from 
the American mines was insignificant com- 
pared with the annual total of the gonoral 
production, 

Moxican Delegate Casasus, in behalf of 
the Mexican Government, declared that the 
production of silver in Mexico had perhaps 
reached the maximum. 

Asailver was the chief artiele of export it 
was not to the interest of the Government 
to intetfere with the industry, and under 
the constitution no moans existed to restrict 
the output or to prohibit its export. 

Regarding tho third question Mr. Cannon 
said that the American Democrata and Re- 
publicans, besides the great bankers, ad- 
vised @ repeal of the Silver Purchase Act of 
1890, 

Should the conference fail to make some 
disposition of the questions at issue it was 
more than probable that America would 
not be willing to continue the purchaso of 
54,000,000 ounces of silver annually.

Sir Guilford Molesworth, one of the 
delegates from India, in speaking on the 
fourth question said that while there was 
hope of an international entente India 
would hesitate present 
system. 

The adoption of a gold standard in 
India, though difficult, would be attended 
by more disastrous results in gold-using 
countries than in India. The only satis- 
factory solution would be international bi- 
metallism, in which India would join with 
the Latin union and America,

Wasuinaton, Dec. 3.—Secretary Charles 
Foster said pesterday that he has pri- 
vato advices in regard to the proceedings of 
the International monetary conference at 
Brussels to the effect that the committee to 
whioh the Rothschild silver plan was re- 
ferred has reported modifications, liberaliz- 
ing that plan, but that the conference has 
decided to first consider the general ques- 
tion of bi-metallism. 

The secretary expressed his belief that 
the conference has already accomplished 
some good, but he would not commit him- 
self on the subject. 

It is learned fromanother source, however, 
that the American delegates to the oon- 
ference are not altogethor satisfied with the 
Rothsohild plan and will endeavor to 
seoure further concessions in the sane direo- 
tion.

“The American Bureau,” he added, ‘had 
undoubtedly been instrumental in curtail- 
ing the number of strikes, Probing in- 
dustrial matters helped to improve the in- 
telligonoe and standard of life of working- 
men. 

“The department at first had difficulty 
in gotting information from employers, 
That was all changed now.” 

Business books ars freely opened to the 
bureau, which, Dr. Gould declared, had not 
only benefited workingmen but the trade 
of the whole country.

The Trade of France Has Not

The Railway Temperance | Move. 
ment, 








The white button moyement among rall- 
way men {s the subject of an appeal to rall- 
way Offilclals sed forth in a le:ter to a well- 
known technical journal, the Railroad Gaz- 
ette, from which we reproduce it. The ob- 
ject of the movement Is to foster and en- 
courage temperance, or rather total abstin- 
ence, among railway officials and working- 
meo, by a manifestation of mutual sym- 
pathy aud support. To this end all total 
abstainers and temperance men among rail- 
way employees sre asked to wear a white 
button as at once a badge of their principle, 
4 guarantee of their constant sobriety and 
&n encouragement to others to become and 
to romain total abstalners. We suppose 
that everyone but drink-makers and sellers 
agree that all men who have anything to do 
with the management and care and working 
of railways should be habitually sober men 
should, in fact, be total abstalners, Men 
upon whose carefal performance of daty the 
lives of passengers dally depend shocid, 
above all others, be careful not to put an 
enemy in thelr mouths to steal away thelr 
brains. The Railway Companies and the 
travelling public are coming more and more 
to demand strictly temperate if not alto- 
gether teetotal workingmen on the railroad. 
The railway temperance associations are be- 
coming very strong fn point of numbers, 
and the companies as well as the Labor 
atsoclatlonsfare encouraging the men to be- 
come abs‘ainers. Why some rallway com- 
panies conpive ab and eyen protect the ex- 
{stence of liquor saloons on their lines in 
view of the losses that drinking at such 
places must entall isa mystery unless they 
are penny wise and pound foolish In their 
pollcy. That rallway companies will take 
on a total abstainer in preference to a mod- 
erate drinker every time, all elee belng 
anywhere near eqaal, is, however, cerialo. 
Tbe wrier of the letter published In 
ano‘her column requeste the ofliclals of 
roads to don the white button as an Incent- 
ive and encouragement to the employces 
and prospeo'tive employees to become wear- 
ers of the ssme in good faith. Such badges 
sre found by many temperancs societies 
and religious essoclations to be very ¢ffect- 
lve, snd there Is little doubt the movement 
will have a good effect among railway em- 
ployees. Probably the great majority of 
travellers would regard with favor the white 
button employees, as well as the lines upop 
which most men wore the white buttons, 
Thore is danger, of course, that the badge 
may be worn by hypocrites and decelvers, 
Sach wearers of the white button wou'd, 
however, soon be marked men among the 
employees, aud would by theic byp crisy 
soon make their own posltlons untenable.

A FATAL JUMP. 


A Young Commercial Traveler Killed at 
Hamiltoa, 


Hamitton, Dec. 5.—Tho first fatal acci- 
dent which has ocourred on the Grand Trunk 
Railway in the vicinity of the station here 
ocourred Saturday, Heney Melzar, a 
young man who has been in this city o 
week, meeting his death in try'ng to board 
a moving train. Melzar ia a commercial 
traveler, his line of business being with the 
shoe trade. He arrived here on Saturday, 
Noy. 26, just one week ago to-day, and 
registered at the Royal Hotel, 

turday he atarted for the station 
to board the 9,25 train for the west. As 
he got to the platform tho train started, 
The platform was slippery after the night's 
rain and frost, but Melzar made a 
good run, and after passing two cars 
atlempted to get upon the third—the car 
behing the smoker. He had a regular 
travelor’s valise in his right hand, and with 
this hand he caught the hind hand rail, and 
atthe same time catching at the front 
hand rail with his left hand he jumped for 
the step. It wasa fatal leap. He missed 
the front hand rail, and having no support, 
he was swung around backwards between 
the two cars and fell. 

Tho wheels of the car did not go over 
him, but he was terribly crushed diagonally 
across the stomach by being squeezed be- 
tween the truck beams and the roadbed. 
His left arm was broken in three or four 
places and his head was bruised. The skin 
was not broken in any place. Deceased 
wasa well-built, handsome and steady 
pours man of about 28 or 30 years. He 

as no relatives here, and as far as is known 
this was his first business trip to this city. 

The body was removed to Blachford’s 
undertaking establishment, where it was 
identified ty Mr. Hood. Deceased had 
left instructions at the hotel to have his 
mail forwarded to Eler P. Melzar, No, 628 
Ridge-avenue, Evanston, Ill, A telegraphic 
message was at once sent to this address, 
carrying the terrible news. In_ his valise 
was found an envelope, judged, from anote 
across the front of it, to contain papers. 
It was addressed to Mrs. Henry G. Trickey, 
34 Monadonck-street, Dorchester district, 
Boston, Mass, Inthe note on tho face of 
the envelope was a reference to ‘‘Certie,” 
evidently a young girl and ao rolative. A 
portion of an envelope was also found, on 
the corner of which was the bnsiness ad- 
dress of the American Shoe Tip Company, 
Boston.

It Was Parchased at Too High a Price for 
the Country. 


New York, Deco, 5.—-The Herald editori- 
ally says:

He played the gaine of life to win, and he 
reckoned the possible ruin of thousands asa 
matter with which he had no concern. In 
strategy he was a genius, in financial tac- 
tics he was without a peer, in utter dis- 
regard of consequences he stood alone. To 
those who fell under the crushing weight of 
the avalanche which he started he had only 
the old-time anawer, ‘Iam not my brother's 
keeper.” 

He has, therefore, left untold mitlions 
andan example. The millions will be in- 
herited, but the example will be repudiated. 
"Go not thou and do likewise” is the lesson 
of a life. 

The World says, editorially; But few 
vory re h men have over been more cynic- 
ally indifferent than he to the truth that 
wealth has obligations. Mr. Gould could 
have done for New York what George Pea- 
body did for London.

Che topography of oast and weat Bollo- 
ville fe of that character which ominontly 
eonduces to easy drainego, bab, on account 
of the rock substructure lt would be wore 
ooatly than ordinary, The natural drafo 
ago is to the Moira rivor, therefore down- 
fall and Jateral dralns on both sldes of the 
river aro oany to line, bub judgment must 
be used as to capacity and proper oaloula- 

tlons be entered upon prior to constraction. 
To this ond a map of the clty ts requisite, 
upon which should be marked tho sizes of 
main and downfall sewers, the polota of 
connoction, and alzes of lateral drains, all 
to be in keeplog with requirements of the 
population they are destined to serve. 

This should be lcoked upon a5 an eoson- 
tial in auy schome of drainage, for, by thus 
preparlog,the haphazard Incongruous works 

indulged in by other citles can bo avoided, 

Such precautions boing taken, the main 
works should bo tirat constructed, the 
necessary downfall sewers branching thore- 
from—conastructed at auch times as ol:cum- 
stances permlt—for which connection pro- 
vision should be made, as well as those im- 
mediately undertaken, and for later drain: 
age thereto, man holes, trapped culverts, 
and overflows for excesrive collections, 
must receive consideration fn any matured 
soheme, 

Before speaking of removal malna, 1b be- 
comes necessary to direct your attention to 
methods of disposal; in this matter, the On- 
tario Government has directed that the 
Provincial Boerd of Health be consulted 
as to drainage achemos of cities and towas, 
and that plans for such purpose be aub- 
mitted for their approval before construc: 
tion works are entered upon, 

Ab present, your honorable body desires 
to asvertain a practicable method with view 
to the carrylog out of same at a future time, 
submislon therefore of a copy of this re- 
port, should ip meet your spproval, may be 
all suflicient for their purpose, and let us 
hope their sanction and commendation, 

Diverse opinions exist in all countrics, 
when sanitation Is coneldered of moment 
to the hoalth of the Inhabltants, as to the 
best method of disposal of sewage accumu- 
lations, sewage companies without number 
have been found, each having spoctal 
mothods of treatment, and each bolog, ac- 
cording to thelr promoters, the beat and 
most effective, be that treatment one of 
almplepreocipitation, or preolpitation with 
after-filtration of the resultant efilaent, with 
disposal of the sludge by cremation, or by 
use upon farm lands, elther in a semti- 
liquid state, or, asa prepared dry manure. 
This advocacy ts extended Into comparison 
results of treatment of the crude sewage, 
whether it be by polarization, olectrolysts, 
carbon, iron saltz, sulphulro sold, lime, 
sulphate of alumtoa, phosphorio acid, or, 
combinations of the above or other methods 
‘oo numerous to recite, but all having the 
one object in view, deprivation of the 
crode sewage of its solids and suspended 
matter in so far as possible, 

This attalnpable object Is largely accomp- 
lished by any of the systema, but, by nove 
to a groater extend than by simple deposl- 
tlon. 

While favoring the mechanical treatment 
of sewage by cities or towns In environed 
positions, or when diecharge into water 
would prove a grievance, | nevertheless 
distinotly effirm that, when water carriage 
{fs obtainable without disadvantage ot a eo- 
rious nature, such means should be taken 
advantege of for removal. 

In this opinion 1 um supported by no Je:s 
an authority then Baldwin Latham, the 
great English engineer and sanitarian, as 
well as many other eminent men. 

A scientific commission appointed by the 
city of Chicago, U. S., made the tour of 
Europe and the British Isles for the purpose 
of inquiry into the methods fn use, and In 
an oxhaustive report affirmed that water, 
where obtalnable, was the proper recepta- 
clo of sowage, especially so If that water 
had a distinct course or line to follow ; oon- 
sequently, we find that Ohlcago has com- 
menced works to give outflow to their sew- 
age by connectlon of Chicago river with the 
Desplaines, thence to the Illinols, and by 
that river to the Mississippi, ultimately to 
reach the Gulf of Mextloo, at an estimated 
cost of $40,000,000. 

This seemingly extraneous matter Is por- 
tinent to our subject, and {b is necesrary 
that the positlon may be so placed before 
you that, due consideration being given to 
all its features, sound conclusions can be 
arrived ab prior to the entrance upon con- 
struction works. 

How then Js the Olty of Belleville situ- 
ated in respect cf water carriage as a dis- 
posing medium? 

The Bay of Qalnte is a fine example of a 
fresh water estuary, Abt its head we tind 
the Trent river discharging its accumula- 
tlons, gathered In its course for more than 
a hundred miles, a quantiby sufliclent to 
ronew tho water of the Bay from Trenton 
to Belleville approximately every thirty 
days in combination with the creeks lying 
between, while,at a most convenient point, 
the Moira adds ite quota, safely stated ab 
an average of 10,000,000 cuble feeb dally, 
the whole waters wending thelr way on- 
ward through bay, lake and Sb. Lawrence 
river to the ocean. It becomes self-evident 
that the water of the bay In front of tho 
olty {s daily and constantly belnz pashed 
forward by tho inflow of water sembouchu- 
ing therelnto. 

lt ia thus seen that the altuation is one 
omlnontly fitted for the purpose of sewage 
removal if dissharged theroin, A farther 
and Important feature in connection there- 
with will be revealed at its propor place. 

We now lay beforo you outline of con- 
atractlon works.

of East Bolleville. 

The alternative of this section would be 
the continuance of the Front Street sewer 
southward, with extension of very consid- 
erable length across the shallow water on 
the east side of the pler—this for the pur- 
pose of conveyance of sewage to deep water 
(practically Into the main flow of waters 
moving eastwards), for the entire removal 
of same, Discharge near the shore would 
very shortly create a nulsance which would 
have to be rectified. 

To effect an easy discharge, and ab the 
same time maintain an Interceptory free 
from mephitic gases, and sanitary on all 
lines, a water Inlet should be constructed 
from the river ab or noar Burrell street, con- 
nected with the malin sewer—main sewer 
could be extended onward to the G, T. R. 
station when deslred— thus conveying a dl- 
luting agent, as well as a propelling force 
sufficient to prevent deposits, at same time 
creating the requisite velocity through the 
steel pipe, with after impetus of admixed 


‘sewage and water in the mein channel of 


the river. This ls a most {mportant feature, 
as {ts action, in addition to the benefits re- 
clted, would have -he tendency to dilaniate 
matter, rendering it onsler of suspension, 
dispersion and non-vlelble. 

When found expedient, West Belleville 
could be treated on the same line, making 
commencement of interceptory at point be- 
yond Lingham's mill on Moira street, thence 
southward to {ts janctlon with Ooleman 
street to the river, with steel pipe continu- 
atlon to the channel. Water inlet should 
also be provided for this sewer, and for the 
reasons previously seb forth. 

An alteratlve to the discharge would be 
as follows: On lot south of the Fire Hall 
and opposite Dandes street erect the neces: 
sary houses enclosing tanks forming sewage 
receptacles, therein treat the crude sewage 
as would be hereafter arranged, permitting 
the effiaent to flow into the river close by 
the works, dealing with the resultant 
sludge elther in manner as previously set 
forth or by such cremative works as would 
efticlently remove or reduce the matter to 
fonoxious ash, Similar works would bo 
required in such caso on the west side at 
foot of Coleman street. Such works would 
entall large annual operative expense, and 
are to be avolded if at all possible, while 
copstructed works with water carriage dis- 
posal are entirely free of such charges, and 
ore espoctally adaptable to Belleville’s 
requirements. 

ln leu of duplicate tanks, eto., on the 
wost side of the river steel piping could 
convey sewage across to the east alde. 
Requisite pumping plant would then be 
required,

In the event of Council deciding that

SILVER TO FALL 


The Times Vrediots It, And Says the Con. 
ference Will Bo a Failure, 

Loxpoy, Dee. 6.—The Times, 6 peaking 
editorially on the Monetary ri Re 
says: “Itin not going wo far to say that 
the Monetary Conference has already re 
sulted in failure, When it was found that 
the Americans were not prepared to make 
tho first move the conference kindly accom: 
modated them. . 

“Mr. De Rothschild’s 
mystery, unless he wished to force the 
Americans to realize and admit that, ex- 
cept there was universal bi-metallism, there 
Was no arrangement which would suit. ‘If 
they were§ of this Machiavellian character 
thoy bave apparently succeeded, for nlready 
in America stroug objection has arisen to 
continue the purchase of silver. 

“The childish talk indulged in two years 
ago respecting the ability of America to act 
iu defiance of the elementary principles of 
economics has been abandoned iu the pre- 
sence of the plain fact Wat the rishke 
law isnot dead, and that inferior money 
stilldrives out better money if given a 
chance, 

“Tt is probable there will be a sharp fall 
in silver when it is recognized that the con- 
ference will have been lost.”’

THE HALF-GUINEA. 


It May Be Abolished to Suit the Adyo- 
cates of Silver. 


Brossets, Dec. 6.—When the Interna- 
tional Mouetary Confereuce resumes its sit- 
tings to-day the first matter requiring 
settlement will be whether the report of 
the committee appointed to consider the 
Rothachilil j lin stall be further deluted or 
the proposa’s of the American delegates 
proceeded with. 

Mr. Rothschild, Sir C. Fremantle and 
Sir William Houidsworth, all of whem are 
British delegates, desire some expression of 
opinion regarding Rothschild’s plan from 
the full conference, Bertram Currie,another 
British delegate, niming to bring the con- 
ference to a speedy close, would accelerate 
the consideration of the American, resolu- 
tions as hastening the winding up of the 
meeting. 

Sir OC. Fremantle with a view to re- 
sumption of the debate on the Rothschild 
plan has amended his declaration declining 
to pledge the English Government to with- 
draw its half sovereign pieces in favor of 
silver, by addiog the words, ‘‘Except con- 
currently with the adoption of the Roths- 
child's project or some other proposal hay- 
ing the same compensatory value.”’ Sir C, 
Fremantle, who is Deputy-Master of the 
British Mint, has never been known to 
take independent action or personal initia- 
tive, and it is therefore taken for granted 
that he is the mouthpiece of the apritish 
Government in announcing assent to the 
abolition of the half sovereign. 

Mr. Dana Horton to-day, in speaking of 
the Monetary Conferenco, said: 

It would be difficult to over-estimate the 
educational value of Rothschild’s proposals. 
This conference is only a step in a long ser- 
ies. Itisa lesson in the education of the 
nations of the advantage of co-operation in 
common interests, 

Telegrams from Berlin to-day say that 
there ie talk of the silver question being 
raised in the Reichstag, before the oonfer- 
ence adjourns, with a view to inducing the 
Government to authorize the German dele- 
gates at the conference to go beyond the 
proposals Germany presented at the Paris 
conference of 1881. 

King Leepold gave an audience to the 
delegates at the palace to-day in the pre- 
sence of the Ministers.

Wasnrroron, Dec. 7,—Prosident Harrison 
has delivered his annual message to Con- 
gress. That which is interesting to Cana 
dians is as follows: 

Interoational Helations. 

“During the past year a suggestion was 
received through the British Minister that 
the Canadian Government would like to 
as to the possibility of enlarging 
upon terms of mutual advantage the Com 
mercial Exchanges of Canada and the 
United States, anda conference was held 
at Washington, with Mr, Blaine acting for 
this Government, and the British Minister 
at the Capital and three members of the 
Dominion Cabinet acting as commissioners 
on the part of Great Britain. 

The conference developed the fact that 
the Canadian Government was only prepar- 
ed to offer to the United States,in exchange 
for the concessions asked, the admission of 
natural products. The statement was 
frankly made that favored rates could not 
be given to the United States as against the 
Mother Country. 

This admission, which was foreseen, no- 
cessarily terminated the conference upon 
the question. The benefits of an exchange 
of natural products would be almost wholly 
with the people of Canada. 

Some other topics of interest were con- 
sidered in the conference, and have resulted 
in the making of a convention for examin- 
ing the Aluska boundary and tho waters of 
Passamaquoddy Bay, adjacent to Eastport, 
Me., in the initiation of an arrangement for 
the probation of fish in the coterminous 
and neighboring waters of our northern 
bordor. 

The controversy as to tolls on the Wel- 
land Canal; which was presented to Canada 
at the last session by special message, having 
failed of adjustment, I felt constrained to 
exercise the authority conferred by the act 
of July 26, 1892.and to proclaim suspension 
of the free use of St. Mary’s Falls Canal to 
cargoes in transit to Canada. 

The Secretary of the Treasury ostab- 
lished such tolls as were thought to be 
equivalent to the exactions unjustly levied 
upon our commerce in Canadian canals” 

If, as we niust suppose, the political re- 


contor 


lations of Canada and the disposition of the | 


Canatlian Government are to romain un- 
changed, a somewhat radical revision of 
our trade relations should, I think, be 
made. Our relations must be intimate, 
and they should be friendly. 

Dislikes Canada’s Protests, 


I regret to say, however, that in many 
of the controversies, notably those as to 
the fisheries on the Atlantic, the sealing in- 
terests on the Pacific and the canal tolls, 
our negotiations with Great Britain have 
continuously been thwarted or retarded by 
unreasonable and unfriendly objections and 
protests from Canada. In the matter of 
the canal tolls, our treaty rights were 
flagrantly disregarded. 

Itis hardly too much to say that the 
Canadian Pacifico and other railway lines 
which parallel.our northern boundaries are 
sustained by AS, having cither its 
origin or terminus, or both, in the United 
States. Canadian railroads compete with 
those of the United States for our traffic 
and without the restraints of the Interstate 
Commerce Act. The cars pass almost 
without detention into and ont of our terri- 
tory. The Canadian Pacific Railway 
brought into the United States from China 
and Japan, via British Columbia, during 
the yeac ended June 30, @ 1892, 
24,039,689 pounds of freight and it carried 
from the United States to be shipped to 
Qhina and Japan, via British Columbia, 
24,068,346 pounds of freight. There were 
also aaiepedl from the United States over 
this road from eastern ports of tlio United 
States to our Pacific ports during the same 
year 13,912,073 poundsof freight, and there 
were received over this road at the United 
States castern the 
Pacific coast, 13,293,315 pounds of freight, 
Mr. Joseph Nimmo, jr., former chief of the 
Bureau of Statistics, when before tho 
Senate Committee on relations with Canada, 
April 26, 1890, said that ‘‘ the value of 
goods thus transported between different 
points in the United States across Canadian 
territory probably amounts to $100,000,000 
@ year,

TOW BARN DESTROYED. 


The Preston Fire Brigade Prevented a 
Greater Loss. 

Berwin, Ont., Dec. 8.—About 6.30 last

BI-METALLISM WOULD LEAD 
DECREASE 


TO ITS 


An Amoriocan at the Monetary Conference 


Talke Pininly—Unole Sam Wants to 
Multiply His Trade With the Whole 
World 

Brossers, Deo. 9,—In the Monetary 


Conterence yesterday Prof. Andrews, ao 
American delegate, who is president of 
Brown University, was invited as a Demo 
crat and personal friend of President-elect 
Cleveland to inform the conference aa to 
the probable attitude of the coming Wash- 
ington Government towards silver. 


Prof. Andrews anid he hoped the idea 
that America was bent only upon increas 
ing her national wealth and that sho was 


merely acting as the servile creature of 
mine ownors would forever bo dismissed as 
being equally as absurd os tho idea 
that Amorican interest was mainly 
due to the distross a fflicting the 
American monetary system, Continuing, 
Prof. Andrews said: ‘We have not and 
are not at prosont likely to have a dollar in 
silver beyond our needs in the United 
States. Wo have no idea of soliciting any 
favors from the peoples of Europe. 


Uncle Sam's Trade Object. 

“What we desire is as much to Europe's 
interest as to ours. We wish to multiply 
our trade with the world, to doa vaster 
business with China, Japan and Central 
and South Aimerica, and at the same timo 
with Europe. This will never be success- 
fully accomplished so long as two great 
groups of nations continue to drift apart, 

“The evils of fluctuating exchange, which 
beset England in her commerce with India, 
wo also experience in our trading with 
our nearest neighbors, but we are deter- 
mined not to accomplish a desirable ond at

the terrible cost of opening a similar chasm ‘ 


between ourselves and the nations of Eu- 
rope. 

“We will part company with Asia and 
South America rather than with you. We 
will not forever continue alone the task of 
sustaining the price of silver. If Europe 
is not enough interested in the matter to 
co-operate with us we will soon decrease 
our annual purchase of silver and begin to 
provide by recruiting our currency by issues 
of paper. 

‘The next Congress is nearly certain to 
open procedure in that direction. Wo 
will not give up our gold. The time-hon- 
ored monetary policy of tho United States 
will never be changed with Mr. Cleveland’s 
consent,” 


One Way to Lower the U.S, Tariff. 

Referring to the tariff Prof. Andrews 
said it was obvious there was no surer way 
to lower the American tariff than for 
Europe and the United States to agree 
upon a policy favorable to silver as money, 
That alone would abate the incessant con- 
flict for gold and leave the United States 
free to effect a generous reduction in the 
customs tariff. 

In conclusion, Prof. Andrews said he 
thought some of the plans proposed to the 
conference were feasible, Sait the dele- 
gates continued their deliberations with a 
due sense of their responsibility the con- 
ference would not fail to devise a measure 
of relief. 

The best authorities state that when the 
conference adjourna next week it will be 
until the spring.

The 
result of the first injection was a decided 
improvement. The pulse lowered from 164 
to 115 beats per minute ina very short 
time. 

The patient is apparently on the road to 
complete recovery. It is claimed that this 
is the first time in the United States that 
transfusion has been directly injected into 
an artery.

GOLD IN NOVA SCOTIA. 


A Big Discovery that Passes Anything Yot 
Disclosed There, 





Truro, Dec. 9.—Great excitement pre- 
vails here just now in consequence of a big 
discovery of gold at the Caribou mines, 
worked by the Truro Gold Mining Company, 
about 30 miles from here. The present dis-

This is not a pocket or nugget mine, as the 
strike gradually increases in richness and 
thickness and shows every indication of 
continuing to great depths, Many other 
leads are obwo by their croppings to in- 
teraect the mining arenas, but their richness 
is yet undetermined, being totally undo- 
veloped.

MRS. BORDEN’S COURAGE. 


It Enables Her to Benr Up Under the 
Awfol Charges Against Her, 


Fart River, Mass., Dec. 9.—Speoula- 
tions concerning all phases of the Border 
case have taken on an increased activity, 
and it is more generally talked of than the 
city election, 

Regarding the placo of trial it is held 
that on the ground of economy, hotel and 
court conveniences and the accommodation 
of a majority of all interested in the caso 
Fall River has the strongest claim to have 
the trial conducted here. 

To say that the sentiment of this com- 
munity would be prejudicial to an impartial 
trial is nonsense. 

The defence lias already intiinated that it 
prefers that the trial should be held here, 
and quote the constitution to show that it 
shonld take place as Soon as possible and as 
near the place of commission as convenient, 

The dress, which is alleged to have boen 
turned, is believed by the defondant’s 
friends to have become through nowspaper 
reports of more than warrautable import- 
ance in establishing the guilt of the 
prisoner, The evidences given before the 
grand jury, they say, was necessarily tinged 
with a governmental flavor. 

It must be remembered, however, that 
the detence has not yot been submitted, nor 
were their many strong points bronght out 
to the best advantagé, Furthermore, mich 
of the testimony givon by government wit. 
neases can be contradicted by witnesses yet 
to be called, 

It is said that Mr. John V. Morde in- 
tends soon to leave for his homein Iowa, 
where neglected business iiterests demand 
his attention. He goes with the full con- 
sent of his bondsmen and will be within 
call whenever his prodence hore is desired. 

Miss Emma Rorden has been confined to 
her bed since Friday, She went to Tatn- 
ton at noon on that day before she wag in- 
formed of the action of the grand jury, and 
the shock and disappointment unnerved 
her.

subsequontly gave to Sgt, Fawke. Riding 
back the Sergeant tells how a shell came 
ekippiog along, and, after passing through 
the Dragoons, atrack the snow-white Cana- 
dian chsrger on which he was mounted, 
killing it on the spot. When he fell, came 
the supreme moment of danger, but his 
companions rescued him, and a Sgb.-msjor 
of the Dragoon Gaards gave him the bridle 
of a ridorless charger of the 19th Light Dra- 
goons, and, mounted upon him, he escaped 
out of the valley. When about to dis- 
mount Fawke noticed that the white sheep- 
skin on which the saddle rosted was covered 
with the bralos of the dragocn to whom the 
horse belonged, and, filled with nausea, he 
let the animal go free. There were seven 
wounds In all recelved by Fawke on the 
evontful day, three of which were on his legs, 
Sgt. Fawke rode In the Lord Mayor's show 
lasb year, and earns a livelihood as teacher 
of physical exercises In colleges and achools. 
His residence is at Bromsgrove, Worcester- 
shire,

The old heroes did full 
jastice to amexcellent meal, and the com- 
pany broke up at an early hour.—London 
Daily Te'egraph.

“RIZPAH ON THE ROCK” 


REV DR. TALMAGE’S SERMON ON 
SACKCLOTH AND SEPULCHRES. 


Rixpah Sitting tn Desolation—A Tragedy 


That Heats Anything Shakesporian or 


Victor Huagolan 


Brooxiyn, N.\., Dec. 4.—This is one of 
those discourses of Dr. Talmage, delivered 
from texts which no one seems to have used 
before Important and practical lessons 
were drawn. The opening hymn, in which 
many thousands joined was 

Come ye disconsolate where’er ye languish 

The subject of the sermon was, ‘‘Rizpah 
on the rock,” the text selected being 2, 
Samuel, 21: 10: “And Rizpah, the daughter 
of Aiah, took sackcloth, and spread it for 


her upon the rock, from the beginning of | 


harvest until water dropped upon them out 
of heaven, and suffered noither the birds of 
the air to reat on them by day, nor the 
beasts of the field by night.” 

Tragedy that beats anything Shakesper- 
ian. or Victor Hugoian After returning 
from the Holy Land I briefly touched upon 
it, but I must have a whole sermon for 
that scene, The explosion and flash of 
gunpowder have driven nearly all the 

easta and birds of proy from those re 
gions, and now tho shrick of the locomo 
tive whistle, which is daily heard at Jern- 
salem, will for many miles around clear 
Palestine of cruel claw and beak, But in 
the time of the text those regions were 

opulons with multitudes of jackala and 
Fiore Seven sons of Saul had been cruci- 
fied on a hill. Rizpah was mother to two, 
and relative to five of the boys. What had 
these boys done that they thould be cruci- 
fied? Nothing, except to have a bad father 
and grandfather. But now that the boya 
were dead, why not take them down from 
the gibbets? No. xhey are sentenced to 
hang there, So Rizpah takes the sack- 
Cloth, a rough shawl with which in mourn- 
ing for her Sead she had wrapped herself, 
and spreads that sackcloth upon the rocks 
near the gibbets, and acts the part of  sen- 
tinel watching and defending the dead. 
Yet every other sentinel is relieved, and 
after being on guard for a few hours some 
one else takes his place. But Rizpah is on 
guard both day and night and for half a 
year. One hundred and eighty days and 
nights of obsequies. What nerves sho must 
have had to stand that. Ah !do you know 
that a mother can stand anything. 

Oh ! ifshe might be allowed to hollow 
a place in the sida of the hill and lay the 
bodies of her children to quiet rest! If 
in” some cavern of the mountains she 
might find,for them Christian sepulture. 
Oh ! if she might take them from the gib- 
bet of disgrace and carry them still fur- 
ther away from the haunta of men, and 
then lie besfde them in the last long 
sleep. Exhaysted nature ever and anon 
falls into slumber, but in a moment she 
breaks tho snare, and chides herself as 
though she had been cruel, and leaps up 
on the rock, shouting at wild beasts glar- 
ing from the thicket and at vulturous 
brood wheeling in the sky. The thrilling 
story of Rizpah reaches David, and he 
comes forth to hide the indecency. The 
corpses had been chained to the trees, 
The chains are unlocked with horrid 
clank, and the skeletons are let down, All 
the seven are buried. And the story ends ; 

But it hardly ends before you cry out; 
What o hard thing that those seven boys 
should suffer for the crimes of a father, and 
| oe poche A Yes. But it is always so, 

t every one who does wrong know that 
he was not only, as in this case, against two 
goperstons, children and grandchildren, 

ut against all the generations of comin 
time, That is what makes dissipation, an 
uncleanness so awful It reverberates in 
other times, It may skip one generation, 
bot it is apt to come up in the third genera- 
tion, as is suggested in the ten command- 
ments, which say: ‘Visiting the iniquities 

of the fathers upon the children unto the 
third and fourth generations.” Mind you, it 
says the second generation, 
but mentions the thirdand the fourth. That 
accounts for what you sometimes seo, very 
ood parents with very bad children. Go 
far enotigh back in the ancestral line and you 
find thesource of allthe turpitude. ‘‘Visiting 
the ififquities of the fathers upon the chil- 
dren, unto the third and fourth generation.” 
If when Saul died, the consequence of his 
iniquity could have died with bim it would 
not have been so sad. Alas. no! Look on 
that hill a few miles out from Jerusalem 
and sec the ghastly burdens of those seven 
gibbets, and the wan and wasted Rizpah 
watching them. Go to-day through the 
wards and alms-houses, and the reformatory 
institutions where unfortunate children are 
kept, and you will find that nine out of ten 
had drunken or vicious parents. Yea, day 
by day on the streets of our cities you find 
men and women wrecked of evil parentage. 
They are moral corpses. Like the seven 
sons of Saul, though dead, unburied. Alas 
for Rizpah who, not for six months, but 
for years and years, has watched them, She 
cannot keep the vultures and the jackals 
off. 

Furthermore, this strange incident in 
Bible story shows that attractiveness of per- 
son and elevation of position are no security 
against trouble. 

Who is this Rizpah sitting in desolation ! 
One of Saul’s favorites. Her personal at- 
tractions had won his heart. She had been 
caressed of fortune. With a mother's 
pride she looked on her princely children. 
But the scene changes. Behold her in ban- 
ishment and bereavement, Rizpah on the 
rock 

Some of the worst 
to scenes of royalty and wealth 
ter at the manaion’s gate has not let in 
champing and lathered steed bringing ovil 
despatch? On what tesselated hall has 
there not stood that solemn bier? Under 
what exquisite fresco has sthere nat bren 
chacted « tragedy of disaster?

John on 
barren Patmos heard trampeting, and the 
clapping of wings, and the stroke of sora 
ohic fingers on golden harps, and nothing 
But heavenly strength nerved Rizpah for 
her appalliog mission amid the screams of 
wild birds and the stealthy troad of haunery 


monstors. ihe grandoay visions of gioty, 
the most rapturous experiences of Christian 
love, the grandest triumphs of grace have 
come to the tried and the hard-pressed and 
the betrayed and the crushed. God stoop- 
ing down from heayen to comfort Rizpah on 
the rock. 

Again, the tragedy of the text displays 
the courage of woman amid great emergen- 
cies. What mother or sister or daughter 
would dare to go out to fight the cormorant 
and jac kal? Rizpah did it, And so would 
you if an emergency demanded, Woman is 
naturally timid and shrinks from exposure 
aud depends on stronger arms for the 
achievement of great enterprises. And she 
is often troubled lest there might be occa- 
sions demanding fortitude when she would 
fail. Not sv, Some of those who are 
afraid to look out of door after nightfall, 
and who quake in the darkness at the least 
uncertain sound, and who start at the slam 
of the door, and turn pale in a4 thunder- 
storm, if the day of trial came would be 
heroic and invulnerable. God has arranged 
it so that woman needs the trumpet of some 
great contest of principle or atfection to 
rouse up her slumbering courage. ‘Then 
she will stand under the cross fire of op 
posing hosts at Chalons to give wine to the 
wounded. Then she will Carry into prison 
and dark lane the message of salvation. 
Then she will brave the pestilence. De- 
borah goes out to sound terror into the 
heart of God's enemies. Abigail throws 
herself between a raiding party of infuriat- 
ed men and her husband's vineyards. Riz- 
pah fights back the vultures from the rock. 

Among the Orkney islands an cagle 
swooped and lifted a child to its eyric, far 
up on the mountains. With the tpring of 
a panther the mother mounts hill above 
hill, crag above crag, height above height ; 
the fire of her own eye outflashing the glare 
of the eagle’s; and with unmailed hand, 
stronger than the iron beak and the terrible 
claw, she hurled the wild bird down the 
rocks. Inthe French Revolution, Gazotte 
was brought outto be executed, when his 
daughter throw hersglf on the body of her 
father, and said, “Simke! barbarians! You 
canhot reach my father but through my 
heart !* The crowd parted, and linking 
arms, father and daughter walked out, free. 
During the siege of Saragossa, Augustina 
carried refreshments to. the gates. Arriv- 
ing at the battery of Portillo, she found 
that all the garrison had been killed. She 
snatched a match from the hand of a dead 
artillery-man and fired off « twenty-six 
pounder, then leaped on it and yowed she 
would not leave italive. The soldiers looked. 
in and saw her daring, and rushed 
up and opened another tremendous 
fire on the | enemy, The life 
of James I. of Scotland was threatened, 
Poets have sung those times, and able pens 
have lingered upon the story of manly en- 
darance, but how few to tell the story of 
Catherine Douglasone of the Queen's maids, 
who ran to bolt the door, but found the bar 
had been taken away so as to facilitate the 
entrance of the assassin. She thrust her 
arm into the staple The murderers rush- 
ing against it, her arm was shattered. Yet 
how many have since lived and died who 
never heard the touching, self-sacrificing, 
heroic story of Catherine Dovglas and her 
oor shattered arm. You know how calm. 
y Madame Roland went to execution and 
how cheerfully Joanna of Naples walked to 
the castle of Munre, and how fearleasly 
Madame Grimaldi listened to her condem 
nation and how Charlotte Corday smiled 
upon tho frantic mob that pursued her to 
the guillotine. And there would be no end 
to the recital if 1 attempted to present all 
the historical incidents which show that 
woman's courage will rouse itself for great 
emergency. 

But I need not go so far, You have 
known some one who was considered a mere 
butterfly in society. Her hand had known 
no toil. Her eye had wept no teur over 
misfortune. She moved among obsequious 
admirers as careless as an insect in a heldof 
blossoming buckwheat. But in eighteen 
hundred and sixty-seven financial tempest 
struck the husband's estate. Before he had 
time to reef sail, and make things snug, the 
ship capsized and went down. Enemies 
cheered at the misfortune and wondered 
what would become of the butterfly. Good 
men pitied and said she would die of a 
broken heart. ‘She will not work,” say 
they, ‘‘and she is too pnd to beg.” But 
the prophecies have failed, Disaster has 
transformed the shining sluggard into a 
practical worker, Happy ag & princess, 
theugh conipelled to hush her own child to 
sleep and spread her own table and answer 
the ringing of hor own door-bell, Her arm 
bad been muscled for the conflict ayainst 
misfortune, hunger and poverty and want, 
and all the other jackals Rizpah seares from 
the rock. 

I saw one in a desolate home. Her 
merciless companions had pawned even the 
children’s shoos for rum. From honorable 
ancestry she had come down to this The 
cruse of oil was empty and the last candle 
gone out Her faded frock was patched 
with fragments of antique yilk she had 
worn on the bright marriage day Confi

GREAT CATTLE LOSS. 


No Rain for More Than Two Years in 
Part of New Mexico, 


Dexvek, Ool., Decil0.—A prominant 
cattleman from northwestern New Mexico, 
just arrived here, tells of fearful suffering 
umong the cattle of tho drought-stricken 
districts, 

Ho says that for more than two years the 
heavens have refused to yield rain, and asa 
result the water courses are dried up and 
the irrigating ditches are useles 

“At a low estimate,” said he, ‘'75,000 to 
100,000 head of cattle have died from 
starvation and lack of water, 

“Railronds are shipping cattle out of the 
region hy train toads,but thousands of these 
cattlo will die as they are too weak to with- 
stand the winter. Some cattle companies 
estimate their loss as high as 60 per cent., 
and the average will run 35 to 40 per cent. 

"Tie sheep are in almost os bad a condi 
tion as the cattle.

It would make the prices they received 
for bariey and h’raes betier, and would give 
them back the market for their Jambs which 
they made such good use of until that source of 
revenue was cut off. Lhe two who were not 
with the majority were, however, not strong in 
their opposition to free trade. One of them, in 
fact, admitted that he hoped the MoKinley bill 
would be repealed. There is not, with the 
strong desire for free trade, much hopefulness 
that Canada could induce the United States to 
make a wide reciprocity arrangement, 

Free trade with the United States in the 
products of the farm, the forest, the mine 
and the fisheries fs, and has been, the 
polloy of the governing party {n the Do- 
minfon ; and {1 ts such froe trade as tho 
farmers no doubt meant, as applying to 
thelr own Ifidustry.

The Baron Hirschell Currency Committee

Lonvon, Dec. 10.—Lotters from the Bri 
tish dologates to the Brussels conterence 
announce their return to England next 
week. 

They will not oppose whatever request 
the American delegates may make in regard 
to a prolonged adjournment, 

The represontative of tho Associated 
Press bas authority from a high source to 
state that the official delegates, Sir O, 
Rivera-\Wilson and Sir ©, Fremantle, De- 
puty Master of the British Mint, do not 
expect the conference to be resumed after 
adjournment, and that Mr. Bertram Ourrie 
Will decline to return to Brussols 

In the moantime the Baron Hirachell 
India Currency Committee, which adjourn- 
ed without date until the Brussels Confor- 
ence should have ended, has resumed its 
sittings and is taking evidence of exports. 

Questioned by the India Currency Asso- 
ciation as to whether it would take 
measures to protect the currency in the 
event of failure of the Brussels conference, 
the Indian Government to-day replied, de- 
clining to give assurance on the subject. 

The reply further states that tho Govern- 
ment cannot recommend the Secretary of 
India to stop the sale of council bills below 
the rates now current. 

Pending decision by the Herschell Com- 
mittee the India Currency Association 
thought to steady the position by gotting 
the Ingian Government to promise not to 
soll council bills below fixed rate. The 
Government, however, prefers to retain 
complete freedom of action. 


A German's Interpeliation.

Give It Time To Grow. 


The statement that the Canadian people 
“are stagnating In a semi-independent, 
sem! colonial condition” {s one of those mis- 
chieyous platitudes which has a sufticlent 
resemblance to truth to pass current for 
political wisdom with those whose minds 
are only opén to tho Influence of catchy 
phrases. 

If this country is stagnating—and that 
has yet to be proved—tt is certainly not in 
any way owing to its connection with the 
mother land, because we practically posseas 
dow absolute Independence in the manage: 
ment of our own affairs. Ib would be just 
as sonsible to say that Ontarlois stagnating 
because It forms part of the Dominion, as 
to affirm that Oanada suffers from her con’ 
nection with the Empire. 

The endeavor of course Is to establish a 
parallel besween a young man under the 
control of his father, and a young country 
under the control of the parent state. But 
the analogy Is entirely false,and mischievous 
in proportion to Its apparent fairness. The 
truth of the matter s that the position of 
Canada is anique, and as difficult as it ts 
unprecedented. In the firat place ft has to 
stand In constant and» unfair comparison 
with the republic to the south of us. The 
United States had a long starb in the race, 
and from the very beginning ib was united, 
It takes years for a country to acquire the 
momentum which culminates in such rapid 
progress as that golng on in the States to- 
day. Oanada, with its twenty-five years of 
united national life, can show far more pro- 
gress than was achieved in the neighboring 
nation in the first quarter of a century, bub 
unfortunately some Oanadians are not con- 
tent with this. Thoy expect the child to 
haye the fall strength of the man. 

Nations like individuals must have time 
to grow. Kach meets with slokness and 
distempers, which derange the system, and 
rotard development, bub In the end they 
grow out of them.and attain to the power 
and glory of complete manhood, In all 
thet makes for true happiness Oanada fs 
dolog well, There {5 no country in the 
world In which the general average of com- 
forts higher. Economic causes have led 
to agricultural depression the world over, 
bub the Canadian farmer, although afillob- 
ed by the general depression, manages to 
make a comfortable and sufficient living. 
That the arbtlsan’s coudition ts better than 
that of his fellow laborer to the south Is 
proved by the absence of the disastrous 
atrikes which have scarred the face of the 
Republic like the ravages of a postilence, 
Tho whole trouble Is that men are making 
haste to be rich, and individual selfishnoss 
kills out the aspiration for a natlonalfdes- 
tiny. There {s nothing so utterly crael and 
pitiless as the gold thirst, All conalder- 
ations of honor and patriotism, even tho 
sacredness of family ties, must give way to 
the preponderating dollar. 1b 1s the curse 
and dangor of the ge and the greab Am- 
erican Republio will one day bo rent to Ito 
roln by this overmastering paselon. 

The evils from which we soffer aro on. 
dured In a groator degree by other olvillzod 
nations, and aro too groator extent econ 
omio than political. Our o mneotion with 
the mobhor land docs not aggravate thom 
or in any way operate as a sob back, and 
those who for political purposes ore on 
doavorlng to work up & morbid dlecontont 
are appealing to the basest side of human

COTTON OPERATORS, 


Forty Thousand Mill Hands in a Pitiable 
Condition, 


Lonpon, Dec, 10.—A month has elapsed 
since the beginning of the great cotton 
strike or lock-out, and it appears to be no 
nearer asettloment than it was at the be- 
ginning. 

The only satisfactory feature of the dis- 
pute is the perfect order maintained 
throughout the spinning districts. The 
members of the Amalgamated Association 
of Spinners are in regular receipt of their 
weekly strike pay and there is little suffer- 
ing among them, but there is another side 
to the subject which is not so bright. 

It is estimated that 40,000 mill hands 
who belong to no anion have been rendered 
idle through this dispute. With no trea- 
aury to draw upon, their condition is piti- 
able. Thousands of men are now reduced 
almost to starvation. 

Application was made yesterday to a 
magistrate at Oldham for 300 warrants 
against operatives who were in arrears 
for borough rates. The magistrate refused 
to grant thom, and told the bailiff who 
made the application to apply when the 
atrike was ended. 


Mrs, Maybrick’s Lilness, 

Loxpon, Dec. 10.—The Baroness de 
Rougues, mother of Mre. Maybrick, says 
her daughter is still alive but she is unable 
to take food, and a doctor is near her day 
and night. The baroness added: “I have 
no hope for her life myself, but I want her 
release so that she may die free and away 
from here with me to care for her in her 
last hours.”

Finally the whisky given 
him tasted bitter. He was made to drink 
it and grew weaker and weaker, until Mr. 


Richardson took him away from Centralia | 


and brought him to Richmond for treat- 
ment, 

It was weeks before the effects of oon- 
stant intoxication wore off, and his mind 
became olear, and then he decided to return 
to his mother. 

Mr, Richardson gave the correspondent 
the facts so far as known to him. 

While in New York Swineburne gave

BANK CLERK ARRESTED. 


Charged With Stealing S&8700 from the 
Standard 


TorRONTO, Dec. 12.—Anvgus Pennefather, 
uvtil recently ledgerkeeper iu the Chat- 
ham branch of the Standard Bank, was ar- 
rested in that town last night on a charge 
of having stolen $8700 of the funds of the 
bank. ‘- 

Abont three months since Teller Brown of 
the Chatham branch, son of Mr, James 
Brown of 74 Molbourne-ayvenue, Toronto,and 
a former mathematical master of Upper 
Canada College, discovered on entering the 
bank that bis cash box was missing from the 
vault. It was subsequently found in the 
bank office, minus its contents. 

Teller Brown's story was that he had 
placed the money in the cash box at the 
conclusion of the day’s business, that he had

The Secretary of the American Navy 


Sounds the Praise of the Motil in No 
Uncertain Tones—He Says in His An- 
noal Report It Has Made His Vessels 
the Best iu the World, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—'The Secretary of 
the Navy in his aunual report pays particu- 
lar attontion to the Harveyized nickel-steel 
compound, the tests of which have, he saya, 
never Leen equalled or even approached be- 
fore by any armor plate, American or for- 
eign. 

It has demonstrated that the United 
States in the reconstruction of its new navy, 
which 10 years ago had no existence, even 
on paper, is enabled to place upon each 
andl all of its armored vessels a material the 
like of which the world up to the present 
time las not seen, and that while vast 
sums have been spent in plating the sides 
of foreign men-of-wac with an inferior 
mnetal this country will employ for the pur- 
pose an armor which is not ooly far more 
efficient, but which represents unquestion- 
ably, having reference to the dimousions of 
plates thus far vested, the highest duvelop- 
ment of modern science. 

A Teast in England, 

Following the example of the United 
States the English Government four weeks 
ago belda trial of the American armor, and 
itis clear from the highly senecesaful re- 
sults of the trial that the United States in- 
stead of being last in the race in the con- 
struction of vessels of war or of borrowing 
its best ideas from abroad, has set an ex- 
ample in this respect which other muritime 
powers will speedily follow, 

The Secretary refers to the appropriation 
of $1,000,000 inade by Congress for the pur- 
chase of nickel matte and shows what has 
been done with it 

The first purchase was a quantity valued 
at $50,000 from the Canadian Copper Com- 
pany, and, after making further experi- 
ments, the Department came to a decision, 

the correctness of which subsequent de- 
velopments have fully confirmed, to employ 
this material in tho manufacture of armor. 

A contract was entered into June 15, 
1891, between the Canadian Copper Com- 
pany and the United States, represented by 
she Secretary of the Navy, for the purchase 
of 4000 tons of nickel and copper matte 

The Secretary then gives the figures paid 
out by his department to the Canadian 
Copper Company, on purchase account, 
$521,351.86, and the total cost, including 
freight, refining, etc., $395,039,

To-day nine or more-persons identi- 
fied with the strike are under 
arrest, ostensibly on less serious charges, 
but really for the purpose of averting suspi- 
cion until all those who are claimed to be 
in the hellish conspiracy have been secured 

At Homestead the story was pronounced 
ridiculous, 

A. E. Beck, counsel for the Carnegie 
Steel Company, was seeu to night and con- 
firmed the story of the poisoning. He gave 
as information that at least six deaths bad 
resulted from poisoning. A Homestead 
druggist and physician are implicated. The 
powder was given Lo a dog aa it died ina 
fow minutes.

There was nothing on tho body but a 
pigtiledsess, and the deceased lay on her 
side, the fect only being in the water. It 
is nearly a quarter of a tnile from the house 
to the bay Shon and she had evidently 
come dow along a rough path in a ravine, 
for hor face and arms were scratched and 
her feet out by stones and pierced by 
thorns.

“If Teenie had lived,” said Mr. Hoender- 
son, ‘‘she would have fallen heir to a for- 
tune of atout $20,000 when her aunt, Mrs.

GOUNTY GONTRIBUTES A 
PECULIAR CASE. 


HALTON 


The Wife of a Farmer Confesses That She 


Ilas Attaching Her Husband's 


Name To Notos For Years Without Mis 


eon 


Knowledge. 

MILTON, Ont, Deo. 18.—Halton County, 
and particularly the town of Milton 
and adjoining township of Trafalgar, 
is just now discussing one of the most 
peculiar cases which bas over cropped up in 
Oonada, 

Ever since Landlord 
morcial Hotel, Milton, died, his son, D. A. 
Robson, who is now 23 yeara of ago, bas beon 
living tho life of a bigh roller, For several 
years he was employed as office boy and 
olork for Barrister Duncan MoGibbon. A 
yonr ago Mr. MoGibbon discovered that 
thore was a leakage in the funds of the office 
—that remittances from cllimta which bad 
been forwarded in registered letters and 
by money orders had not, been orodit- 
ed to the senders. The fact of the 
shortage was never made public, but Rob- 
gon was allowed to “sever his connection” 
with the office. and, it is claimed, agreed to 
make restitution This was a yoar ago, 
Shortly afterwards Robson opened an office 
in the town hall and issued this card:

For several months past ho has been flying 
high, playing billiards and indulging in other 
extravagances, The culmination arrived a 
fow days ago. whemhe was arrested on an 
information lodged by Robert J. Campbell, 
farmer of Trafalgar, on a charge of having 
on Dec. 1 uttered and sold a promissory note 
for #300, dated at Milton on Dec. 1, payablo 
to the complainant and purporting to be 
sigped by John Dixon, a well-known Trafal- 
gar farmer, and Matilda Dixon, bis wife, 

On Noy, 20 Campbell oalled at Robson's 
office and asked him if he bad any notes to 
soll. Robson said be bad one for $375 
made by Mra Dixon, and arranged that 


Campbell should again visit the defendant's * 


office on Thursday. Campbell went to 
Milton ns agreed, and Robson produced a 
note for #300 purporting to be signed by the 
Dixons’ Campbell went to the bank, drew 
the $300 and was given thenote. He thought 
that the signature “R.A. Dixon” did not 
look like aman’s writing and he asked Robson 
if he saw the note sizned. He replied: Yes, 
Isaw them signitin the office’ Campbell 
was still dubious, however. and on the way 
home called ona Mr. McClellan, who por- 
sessed a note signed by Dixon, and compared 
the signatures, He thought they differed, 
and, returning to Milton, he saw Robson and 
told bim that if McClellan's note was genuine 
the other was a forgery. Robson replied 
that there was no doubt about the note being 


genuine, as Mrs. Dixon bad given it to him. , 


Campbell still doubted the genuineness of the 
note, whereupon Robson asked him to wait a 
fewdaysand he would see Mrs. Dixon and 
make it all right. 

Campbell saw Dixon, however, and be 
stated thatthe signature was not his, nor 
was that of bis wife her writing. Robson's 
arrest followed. 

When arraigned Robson denied that he 
bad forged the note, and claimed that it had 
been given him by Mrs. Dixon, and he asked 
that a warrant be issued for her arrest, but 
his application was refused. 

With the arrest of Robson a new phase 
was given to the case. When Dixon was 
placed in the witness box he swore that he 
nover sigued any notes in conjunction with 
his wife for money borrowed or otherwise, 
and that he never gave his consent to his 
wife to sign notes on ber own account, 

This statement caused a sensation, for it 
was known that Mrs. Dixon bad negotiated 
at least half a score of notes purporting to be 
signed by her husband during the past six or 
soven years, and totalling in value $2000 or 
$3000. 

Mrs, Dixon was called as a witness and 
admitted that she had been in the habit of 
borrowing money for several yearsin sums 
of $200 and $3800 on notes signed by herself 
and husband. She handléd nearly all of 
them personally. She admitted that a note 
for $200 in the possession of Join Sproat was 
made by her, and claimed that she signed 
her busband’s name to it by his anthority. 
He bad not given ber authority to sign notes 
for him whenever she liked, She deolloed 
on the ground thatit might incriminate herp 
to say whether Hugh Campbell, Mayor Dice 
James Henderson, John Jones, Dr. Stuart 
and Henry Carrique bad notes purportingsto 
bear ber husband’s siguature, but which sig- 
nature was made by her, and also declined 
for the same reason to say whether there are 
15 or 20 notes floating around The county, 

What Mrs. Dixon, who fs 55 years of age, 
did with the money she borrowed is 
not in evidence. It is rumored that 
she dabbled in Mimico real estate 
seven years ago, and issued the first note at 
that time. As the notes became due sho fe- 
sued others to raise funds to retire the first 
end by this system of financing kept tho 
knowledge of the existence of the floating 
paper from her husband. Dixon is a 
wealthy former and his wife had no diffil- 
culty in getting the notes cashed. She al- 
ways gavo a plausible reason why she it was 

who presepted it, ber husband was busy in 
the harvest fleld,or be was engaged olsowhere, 
Two daughters have been married recentl 
and ‘‘sve want some ready cash for the wed- 
ding” explained the reason for the loan on a 
couple of occasions. 

This was but a subterfuge, however, as 
Dixon states he paid all the wodding ox- 
himeelf, Whether her mistaken 
action was the outcome of real estste specu- 
lation or not itis certain she had frequent 
occasion to visit Toronto, Itis believed that 
all the notes have been accounted for and 
that the total sum which Mr. Dixon will 
have to pay asthe result of his wife's kite- 
fiying experiment will not exceed $8000, 

Two of the notes, those held by Henderson 
and Joyes, were negotiated through Robson, 
but Mra, Dixon swears that sho nevor bad a 
transaction with the acoused since, giving as 
a reason why she failed to go to bim again 
that he failed to hand over all the cash he 
received as the proceeds of the former notes, 

Robson will be tried before Judgo Kinge- 
millon Friday. His defence is that be re- 
ceived the Campbell notes from Mrs. 
Dixon in the same way that he re- 
ceived the other notes; that if there 
was forgery oommitted Mra, Dixon must 
bave committed the forgery. He admits 
that the money he received from discounting 
the note he did not pay to Mrs, Dixon, but 
still rotaina, 

On tho other band, Mra. Dixon swearsthat 
sho did not sign the note, that she was not in 
Robson's office on the day he told ¢ ampbell 
sho called, that in fact she had no relations 
with him whatevor for sovoral months. 

rhore js another point of evidence to whioh 
the p ution attach considerable impor- 
tance. Expertevidence will be called to 
prove that tho signatures on the 
notes ncdnowledged by Mra, Dixon differ 
materially from those on the Campbell note 
discounted by Robson, the formation of the 
ithe x" pelng totally 
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Meantime Mr. Dixon will take up all the 
notes lasued by his wife os they mature

“That the crown of citizanship should 
not be placed upon foreigaers until they 
have a thorough kcowledge cf our laws 
and ivstitutions, and that a uniform nation- 
al naturalization law be placed upon our 
statate books, 

‘‘Whereas, a strong effort has been ard 
is still being made to have the gates ot the 
Columbian Exposition open on Sanday, 
and % 

*‘Whereas, we believe that to open any 
part of the exbibition on that day would es 
tablish a precedent, the tendency of which 
would be to break down our Sanday Jaws 
all over the country, and bring us a con- 
tinental Sanday with all its demoralzling 
influences, therefore. 

‘Resolved that we aro gratefal for the 
action of our national Oongress in ordering 
the gates to be closed upon the first day of 
the week, and we trust no contrary action 
may be taken.” 

Resolutions were also passed protesting 
against Ilquor belng sold on the 
exposition grounds; against the tobacco and 
cigarette hablts ; and approving che move- 
ment to prevent the wearlng of long akirts 
on the atreet. The other resolutions were 
of an unimportant nature.

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“We Are All Right.” 

At the Warden's dinner at Woodstock 
Sir Oliver Mowat spoke of the progress 
made in that reglon during his twenty 
years’ representation of North Oxford as 
follows, quoting the Sentinel's report : 

**He now looked back over these years 
with pride as he saw evidences of the pros- 
perlty of the people. He was proud to see 
such a magnificent court house, a building 
which could not perhaps be equalled in any 
other county in the Province, This was a 
great change and he was pleased to see it. 
There had been great changes here and 
throughout the Province in the twenty snd 
odd years he represented North Oxford. 
But he was glad to know that there was no 
centre more flourishing or more prosperous 
than Woodstock. Years ago the town was 
burdened with debt, Ike other places, but 
rellof came through a measure which he 
introduced and which recelved the endorsa- 
tion of the assembly, and sinée then Wood- 
stock had made rapid strides. The popu- 
lation had doubled, while the wealth had 
{increased more than two fold. Everywhere 
he notloed evidences of Increased prosper- 
ity. He was glad of this. If there was 
depression elsewhere he could find no trace 
of ib here. 

“Mr, James Anderson—We are all right 
(laughter. ) 

“Sir Oliver sald he was pleased to know 
this from the lps of the chief apostle of an- 
exation.” 

These are not sentimants of Sir Richard 
Cartwright, who represents the South Rid- 
ing in Parllament; bat after lecturing so 
recently on Ohristian evidences, Sir Oliver 
{s to be taken as the more credible witness 
{n such matters, The Premier of Ontario 
does not qualify his remarks by any allusion 
for or against the Government policy of the 
Dominion, The only drawback he referred 
to was the old muntclpal debt, which hung 
over the locality of Woodstock, as 1b did 
over London and so many other places, 
which belng relieved they took a bound 
upword in progress and prosperity. 
Ip will be noticed, however, that the 
bound In question was also oolnoldent 
with tho introduction of the National 
Polloy, so that the oredib which Sir Oliver 
gives to his rellef measure as to muntolpal 
debts, might with even more cogent reason- 
ing bo asoribed to the N. P,, since that 
measure had a more direct and Immediate 
bearing upon the Industrios of the country. 
In any case the testimony of Sir Oliver, so 
evidently sincere, is a fair offset to the blae 
ruin wailing of Sir Richard, and should 
cause any one disposed to believe that this 
country is on the high road to destruction, 
to ponder alncerely. Evon so good an 
apostle of annexation.ps Mr, Jas, Anderson, 
could nob restrain himself when tho ose of 
Woodstock and vicinity was touched upon, 
and exclaimed enthusiastically, **Weare all 
right!’ An so every one will agroe who 
{fs nob blinded by party prejadioo, Each 
one asys of his own locality, **‘We are all 
right,” whioh fs only to say that Oanada, 
as a whole, Ls all right.—London Free Press,

Ikon Gate, Va, Dec, 14.—A desporato 
attompt at train robbery was made last 
night just as the C. & O. vestibule train,

PUBLIC HEALTH 


Dr. Dryce Tells of the Result of 
American Conference at Mexico. 


TokonTo, Dec. 14—Dr, Bryce 
returned from the convention of 
American Public Health Association 
daring the past three weeks in 
City of Mexico, There were 500 delogates at 
tbe convention, about one-half of whom 
wore Spanish-speaking Mexicans. Dr.Bryce 
says the Mexican Government fully appre- 
ciates the aims of the association. Papers 
were read at the meetings in both Spanish 
and English and all English papers were 
published by the Government li Spanish and 
distributed throughout the city. 

Of course the chief matters of d'scussion 
were the schemes pro d by which Mexico, 
the United States and Canada might by joint 
or separate action protect themselves from 
the cholera. epidemic. next summer. A 
special committee on the matter reported a 
resolotion calling upon the* American Gov- 
ernment to at once establish a bureau of 
health, with headquarters at Washington, 
aod with complete control of the external 
quarantine ofthe United States. The reso- 
Intion also stated thit it was quite essential 
for the proposed bureau to be verted with 
powers enabling.it to co-operate with the 
Canadian and Mexican authorities. This 
resolation was unanimously ndovted. 

Tho association also expressed itself in 
favor of a proposition to close all but aJdim- 
ited number of ports to immigrants from 
Europe. A more effective method of exclud- 
ing the fell pestilence would be, they thei zht, 
to prevent all immigration for ono year, but 
inf cass that was impracticable the scamsbip 
companies ought tobe compelled to obtain 
for each vessel sailing from European. ports 
for America a clean bill of bealth froin the 
American consul. 

Dr. Bryce expressed bimself as well pleased

GEORGE BRIGGS DEAD. 


Such Was His Strength That Few Ordin- 
ary Men Could Overcome Him, 


Kixoston, Dec. 14.—Yesterduy morning 
George Briggs, about.55 years of age, cus- 
toms officer at Wolfe, died from the effects 
of dropsy. 

Through the intervention of B. W. Fog- 
ler deceased was appointed to the customs 
department about 15 years ago and made 
an efficient officer. Ho was well-known in 
the city, and was a big, strong man, Such 
was his strength that few ordinary men 
wore able to overcome him. 

For many years he and his brother con- 
ducted the summer hotel at Simcoe Island 
and made the business a success. He had 
beon a resident of this district formany years 
and told interesting stories of the times 
during the American war, when men as 
well as goods were smuggled from Canada 
to the United States.

He was treated by a Yankee physician, 
who prescribed a remedy that prolonged his 
life, and he became so well that he was able 
to come to the city and do business. The 
disease had not been entirely ersdicated and 
death conquered, He leaves a wife.

Comparative Expenses. 

Canadians who have a hankering for an- 
nexatfon would do well to ponder over the 
figures of the United States pension rolls, 
ao given by Bradatreets. Hero they are: 

** Thero were on the pension rol's at the 
end of the fiscal year (1891 2), 876,068 pen- 
sioners, an inorease of 199,208, in round 
numbers 200,000, daring the year. Thure 
were added to the penalon rolls during the 
yoar 222,937 new pensioners, and 2,477 
peneloners previously dropped were restor- 
ed to the pension Iats, while 25,306 per- 
sons were dropped from the rolls, Ib seems 
that under the Dependent Pension law, 
920,357 claims have been filed, of which 
number 403,849 have been allowed. The 
total amount expended for pensions during 
the year was $139,035,612. For the present 
year $141,956,000 has been appropriated, 
but employing the ccs: of the pension 
allowance during the first four months of 
this fiscal year as a basis of calcolation the 
commissioner estimates that a deficlency 
appropriation of $10,608,621 will be neces- 
sary to supplement this year’s appropria- 
tion, For the next fiscal year an estimate 
of $165,000,000 Is sabmitted, hat the com- 
missioner says that {f as many allowances 
of pensions shall bo: made during the fiscal 
year to come as during the year covered by 
his report this-estimate will not be large 
enough. 

According to this statement every man, 
woman and ohild in the United States pays 
about $2 50 towards the pension rol). The 
net Interesb paid by Oanadiane towards 
thelr public debt fs $1 76 perannom. Those 
writers who bewail the awfal oppression of 
our taxatlon would render a service to thelr 
readers if they would give both sides of the 
case, and show Into what a sea of expense 
annexation would lead us, — Utlawa Citizen,

A HOT FIRE IN TORONTO 


IT DESTROYED A FIVE-STORY BRICK 


BUILDING. 


The Confagration Was of Short Duration 


Hhut it Occonsioned Nearly 840,000 


Damages-A Namber of Firma Lose

TORONTO, Deo, Ruin never 
awifter wings than in the 
which startled the business portion of the 
community at lunch hour yosterday At 
12.45 the flrat floree swoop of flame was soon; 
at 1,15 the roof had tumbled in,and at 1,50the 
fire was under bit and rein, but within the 
45 minutes nearly $40,000 worth of property 
had been destroyed 

The x of the firo was a five-story brick 
warehouse in Pearl immediatelyin rear of 
Bay avd King-stroets, owned by Mr, George 
Proctor of the Bay Tree Hotel, and occupied 
by those firins: Aylosbury Dairy Co,, base- 
mont; John M, French, wholesale oil and 
paint factory, first floor; Sohaofer's cigar 
factory, second flat, and the American 
Watch Case Co,, third floor. 

It is supposed that oithor a can of naphtha 
exploded or a barrel of methylated spirits in 
the J. M. French premises overflowed and 
the liquid ran down into the furnace of the 
Dairy Company below, Almost instan- 
taneously thetwo lower flats were aflame 
liken lady's gossamer dress caught on an 
August candle. Tho fre swept up the ele- 
yator shaft and wrapped the entire build- 
ing in a red winding-sheet, which emitted o 
dense volume of thick black smoke that our- 
tained the centre of the city as with a pall. 

The combustible nature of tho building 
caused it to burn with astonishing rapidity, 
A prompt alarm had been turned in to tha 
Bay-street Fireball, and hardly had this been 
received than it was followed by another 
from box 12, and this in turn by a third or 
goneral alarm, which summoned every 
division. 

Within two minutes after the alarm had 
been sounded from the box several streams 
of water were playing on the fiames 
But even before the firemen arrived the 
floroceness with which the oil-impreguated in- 
terior burned created a hurricane which 
drew the flery billows up the elevator shaft, 
as if it were sucking them through a tube. 
Byery window hung out a red featoon, while 
great coils of black smoke hovered around 
the eaves and met above the roof with tho 
flames already bursting through. 

Hampered by the mud, which was ankle deep 
the firemen made a plucky fight The wind 
had piled upa pyramid of rustling flame and 
smoke into the mid-air, and there was 
every indication that many buildings would 
be burned. The fl’emen, convinced of the 
impossibility of saving the factory attacked, 
confined their efforts to checking the pro- 
gress of the fire, They were valiantly aided 
by anxious workers, who crowded the roofs 
of contiguous buildings and buckets were in 
constant use to subdue the flying bits of fire 
that were constantly clinging to shingles and 


on 


} cornices 


The spectators had grown from two or 
three to a squad, and then from a company 
to many thousand people, who stood eagerly 
watching the fascinating revel of the flames, 
or gazed at the firemen, sonked to the skin 
and smoke-begrimed, emptying their watery 
ammubition on the fame-swept building, melt- 
ing away as if Old Boreas were at tho bellows, 
Now and then a section of the loosened bricks 
would come toppling down with a crash, and 
several of the firemen had narrow escapes. 
Finally the interior collapsed like a tar barrel 
which had burned itself out, and all danger 
of the fire spreading was obviated, altbough 
the bricks and oharred timbers hissed and 
sputtered like Medusa’s soakes and the steam 
and vapor rose above the ruins for an hour 
or two, 

In the brief hour that the fire bad raged as 
much damage bad been occasioned as in any 
fire that has visited Toronto in yeara The 
building, which was built fvo years ago ata 
cost of $10,000, was completely gutted. The 
tepants lost their entire stocks aod ma- 
chinery. There were about 75 men at work in 
the building, but all escaped with their lives. 
Many lost their personal effects, with the 
exception of the clothing they bad on. 

The American Watch Case Company is 
the heaviest loser. Besides valuable ma- 
chinery destroyed, in the neighborhood of 
400 gold and gold-fillod cases wore melted.

ed on the roof with pails of water, prevented 
the roof being ignited. Several panes of

He Believes the Doctrine of Presby- 
terinnism Much Too Illiberal. 


New York, Dec, 15.—Revy, Dr, Briggs 
resumed tle reading of his defence in his 
trial for heresy yesterday afternoon. Ho do- 
clared that ho was-a rationalist, 

He recognized that the Soriptures are 
really the greatest authority of the Chris 
tian religion. He thought, however, that 
the authors of the Westminster Confessior 
had not sufliciently recogniyed that the 
logos was the light of the world, as tanght 
in the prolog of Johus gospel.

COLLIERY DISASTER 


It la Expeoted that Over Fifty Lives Have 
Heen Sacrificed 
Loxpox, Deo. 15, —An explosion ocourred 
yortedayatthe Ramfurlong ¢ olliory, Wigan, 
and not leas than 56 lives have been lost 
Despite the efforts to 
the fire spread to the engine house 
Lhis stopped

i Though the work is oxtromely dangerous, 
the exploration of the workings is con- 
tinued in the hope that some of the miners 
in the pit at the timo of the explosion have 
reached places of safety where they are 
awaiting the approach of the rescuers, 

Manager Hutchinson of tho Bamfurlon 
Mine went down into the pit with one o 
tho last rescue parties. In his anxiety to 
make a thorough search for the men he re- 
mained below too long and was overcome 
by smoke, Ho was brought up apparently 
lifeless and was revived with difficulty. 

In the main roads the bodies lic in twos 
and threes as the mon fell Largo seotions 
ef roof galleries havo collapsod Amid 
the ruins were found mangled bodies and 
half-burned limbs. The ruins have blocked 
many parts of the mine, and therefore the 
men searching for bodies are unable to give 
any definite idea of the numbor lost, 

Several miners who wero just alive when 
found died on their way to the surface or 
shortly after being taken from the car. 
One rescue party reached the surface half 
suffocated by the heat and smoke caused by 
the fresh outbreaks of the fire. 

The rescued miners believe that the ex- 
plosion was caused by sparks from the en- 
gine house, which is said to have caught 
frea few minutes before the explosion. 
Men were sont through tho mines warning 
the laborers, and many of those nearest the 
sbaft escaped. } 

The miners who worked further from the 
shaft tried to rush through fire and smoke 
and were suffocated in the effort. The 
work of rescue will be continued through 
the night, although there is little hope that 
more men will be taken out alive.

Cannot Much Longer He Delayed In South 
America, 


VALPARAISO, Dec. 16.—Anotlier plot of 
the tollowers of the late Balmaceda lias been 
discovered by the Government at Santiago 
and frustrated. 

An attempt was made to corrupt the 
Seventh Rogiment, and the fact became 
known to the Government on Sunday. 
Shortly before the evening call yesterday 
sontries of police were stationed around 
the various baricades, and immediately 
after tho call the sentries closed in, barrin 
tho exiles. The police wentin audibtrected 
several groups of conspirators. The plans 
of the plotters were seizea. Various points 
in the city were to have been sacked and 
there were lista of prominent officials who 
wore to have been killed. 

A number of masks, daggers, revolvors 
and military caps were found, in addition 
to blue bands for distinctive marks, blue 
lights and torches. Forty-six prisoners are 
now in custody. They are all ex-officers of 
the army, and among them is Malquins 
Concha, who was the agent of Juan Mo- 
Ke na, 

The plotters were divided into groups, 
each ordered to attack and plunder a cer- 
tain section of the city. 

The Seventh Regiment has been ordered 
and the Executive intends asking 
Congress for extraordinary powers. Public 
opinion demands strong measures, and it is 
the general opinion that the best method is 
to transport the conspirators to Hastern 
Iceland. 

Claudia Vacuna is said to be supplying 
fonds to the malcontents from Buenos 
Ayres. Several ex-officers of the army 
have entered the service of Paraguay. 

A correspondent on the Uruguay-Brazil 
frontier telegraphs that largo/numbers of 
foderals are encamped along the frontier 
waiting orders to attack the republicans, 
They wear badges bearing the inscription, 
"All for Liberty.” Up to this time the 
federals have not attacked, because they 
know the republicans are well defonded, but 
® general battle cannot much longer be de- 
layed Che federal residents of Tacner- 
embero are arming two steamers, with which 
they intend to bombard Santa Anno, Small 
fights and skirn ishes are daily occ urring, 
Heavy guards Uruguayan troops are

Tho delegation presonted the draft of 4 
bill to the Ministers, which has been laid 
before all the boards already, It may be 
said that there is at present no insolvercy 
law in the Dominion. 

The act of 1875 waa amended from time 
to time, and finally abolished in 1879 lu 
1880 Sir John Abbott, then a momboer of 
introduced a bill, but it did 
not oecome law, While the local Legisla- 
tures can deal with many of tho'questions 
included in the proposed bill, still to the 
Dominion Parliament belongs the jurisdic 
tion of dealing with the matter of insol- 
yeonoy. 

The local laws are not very satisfactory 
now, and & generat Dominion Act applic 
able to ail the provinces is required. The 
Draft Bill, which was presented to the Gov- 
ernment to-day, is framed on the basis of 
the act of 1875 and the Abbott Bill of 1880, 
Composition settlements will be done away 
with by the new bill, and the debtor must 
get hin discharge from the Suporiot Court 
instead of the County Court,

powers, 

When the question came up in the 
Chamber of Deputies to-day M. Hubbard. 
member for Seine et Oise, opened the dis- 
cussion by calling for the immediate discus- 
sion of the Boisserin proposals, and M. 
Ribot, Premier, supported the motion, 

M. Brisson, President of the Invosti- 
gating Committee, moved that the 
chamber adjourn. The committee, he 
said, would have no difficulty in fulfilling 
its task under existing circumstances. If, 
however, the Boisserin proposals were 
brought to discussion with the approval of 
the chamber the committee would support 
them. 

In the name of the committee! M. Brisson 
then madean attack upon M. Ribot and 
M. Bourgeois. He accused thei of not show- 
ing proper zeal in pressing forward the in- 
vestigation dnd of giving but half-hearted 
support to the Investigation Committee, 
M. Brisson’s language was severe and at 
times intemperate, 

M. Bourgeois answered for the govern- 
ment. The ministry, he said, was deter- 
mined to bring the matter to a settlement, 
and he stated briefly the reasons of the 
government for opposing the Boiaserin bill. 

The question was put toa vote amid some 
confusion and the decision in favor of pro- 
ceeding with the discussion of the bill in 
accordance with the government’s desire 
was carried by 424 against 122 

Immediately after the vote it was re- 
ported that in consequence of this reverse 
M. Brisson would retire from the presi- 
dency of the committea, 

The way to the consideration of the Bois 
serin bill was clear, and M, Bourgeois pro 
forcibly the objections of 
the ministry to it. M. Brisson spoke 
some length in favor of the bill. 

The committee’s authority would be 
weakened if the measure were not rejected, 

M. Ribot expresged surprise that M. 
Brisson supported a measure directed 
against the Government. If the Cabinet 
did not command a majority it 
retire, and it would then fall to M. Brisson’s 
lot to discover another one. 

The vote at the end of the discussion was 
271 to 265 against the Boisserin proposal. 
It is regarded as tantamount to an expres- 
sion of confidence in the Government 

Immediately after the vote the chamber 
adjourned.

He said that he and his 
colleagues did not ask for a vote on the 
main question, They fully appreciated the 
cordiality with which the question had 
been . approached by all _ sections 
of the conference, The proposals 
already presented to the conference were 
of such a character that they would, if 
adopted, impose a heavy burden upon 
America. The American delegates could 
not make concessions without compensatin 
amendments. He promised that the United 
States would accept any scheme that met 
with general approval. 

The next and probably the last session 
for the present will be held on Tuesday. 
A proposal will then be made that the con- 
ference adjourn to June 6 without dissolv- 
ing.

THE CULPRIT COOL TO THE LAST. 


Retused the Services of any | 
Spiritual Advisers. 


Conn WALb, Ont., Deo. 16.—Jameos Slavin, 
alias MoMahon, was exccuted hero thio 
morning at 7:45 for the murder of Oapb. J. 
R. Davoy. | 

Tho execution was witnessed only by the 
press, medical profeeston and a few private 
citizens, about fifty persons in all,

paid him bis Jast yielb on Wodnesday, Tho 
unfortunate son bore up wonderfully well 
during the conversation, maintaloing the 
sowe marked indifference that he has shown 
since his Incarceration. Tho conversation 
between the two was very brief. 

Slavin sont for several of hie old friends, 
to bld them alasb good-bye. During his 
conversation with one, he very frequently 
roferrod to the shooting of Davey, saylog 

‘TAM SORRY I SHOT POOR JACK, 
but bad I shot Lefavre and Lafass, I would 
have dlod with a good heart. However, I 
was worked up to soch a pitch that had Ib 
beon my besb friend that tried to effect my 
arrest, the oconscquence would have beon 
the same,”

HIS LAST HOURS 

Slavin talked very freely during the nighd 
with the guards, and carried on in a loud 
manner. He arose about 5:80, and partook 
of a light breakfaab. 

At 7:35 hangman Radollffe entered the 
coll. Slavin made no resistance, as was at 
firatb expected. His hands were pinioned 
ab 7:40 and the march to the soaffold was 
begun ab 7:42. 

Slavin was very weak when the noose 
was placed over his head, he sald, 


“WELL, GOOD BYE, GENTLEMEN,” 


The signal was then given, oud the un- 
fortunate man’s body bounded from the 
earth ab exactly 7:45. Death was Inatent- 
aneous, 

The body was cub down about tev min- 
utes after and iaterred in the court house 
yard in a rough box. 

Slavin maintained hls wonderfal nerve 
to the last, and refused admission to any 
eplritaal adviser,

Orrawa, De 17 To-day’s Canada 
Gazette will not, as was gone rally expected, 
contain any notice of the calling of Parlia 
ment for the despatch of business, | is 
believed that the matter has been practi- 
cally settled and that Thursday, Jan. 26, 
decided on as the day for the 
opening of the third session of tho seventh 
Parliament of Canada, 

It will be remembered some time ago it 
was inentioned in this correspondence that 
a very numerously-signed petition had been 
received by the Governor-General, praying 
for the exercise of executive clemency in 
the case of Robort McGreevy, who was con- 
domued by Judge Bosse on April 22 last to 
12 months’ imprisonment in consequence of 
a suit brought against him by his brother, 
the Hon. Thomas McGreevy, When ‘*Bob” 
found that he was likely to be convicted he 
‘jumped his bail” and joined his friend, the 
notorious Owen Murphy, who bad preceded 
him to New York. Aftera while he grew 
tired of exile, returned to Canada, 
delivered himself up, pleaded guilty 
and was sentenced to one year's im- 
prisonment. In his remarks while passing 
aontence Judge Bosse said that taking into 
account the prisoner's age and the state of 
bis health he would have been disposed to 
regard six months as sufficient punishment 
had it not been for the act of contempt of 
court by escaping from its jurisdiction, and 
for this latter ofiaieg he increased the term 
of sentence to one year, The petition for 
clemency has been some time under the 
consideration of the Minister of Justice, 
who finally reported to His Excellency that 
in view of the fact that the prisoner 
had voluntarilly surrendered himself 
he thought three months would have been 
sufficient punishment for the attempted 
escape from justice, and His Excellency, 
concurring in this view, has been pleased 
to order a remission of three montha of the 
term of imprisonment, and McGreevy will 
consequently be released on Jan. 22.

Tho Kreuz Zeitung, whose editor, 
Von Hammerstein, is among 
Consorvative representatives on the 
committee declares that the bill will 
not pass, adding that a coalition 
between tho Centrists and Conserva- 
tives in favor of supporting Chancellor Von 
Caprivi was improbable before the Reich- 
stag adjourned, 

Lobby report hasit that the Chancellor, 
feeling indisposed and worried at seeing 
that it was improbable that he wotild ob- 
tain the assont of the Reichstag to bis full 
demands for an increase of tho standin 
army, told the Emperor that he woul 
gladly resign the cares of office. His 
Majesty, however, was not disposed to give 
the Chancellor any encouragement in re- 
troating fire. He expressed 
his determination to make the army 
bill a law, even at the risk of an appeal to 
the country. He assured Count von Ca- 
privi that he would stand by him under all 
circumstances, The Chancellor gained ro- 
newed courage from his interview with the 
Emperor and assented to remain in office 
and fighting the battle out through dissola- 
tion of thé Reichstag if need be. 

A notable feature in the debates has been 
the omission of all allusions to Prince Bis- 
marck or any reference to his opinions. His 
old adherents avoided introducing his name 
in the discussions and also avoided 'indulg- 
ing in their old’ comparisons botween the 
olicy of Chancellor von Caprivi and that 
Followed by Prince Bismarck. 

The developments in the Panama scandal 
are watched with the keenest interest, and, 
it may be said, anxiety. , The one comfort 
to Germany is that the spectacte of corrup- 
tion and confusion among the Frence poli- 
tical leaders lessens the Russian desire to 
make France an ally.

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For the second time a question of fact 
has been raleed with rogard to the oonfer- 
ence which took place betwoen represent 
atives of the Governmeut of Canada, the 
Britlsh Ambassador, and tho United States 
Government, some months ago. 

The first misunderstanding was as to the 
canal tolls, which the U.S. representatives 
alleged the Canadian conforoos had prom 
lsed to remove ; bat the Canadian minister 
replied that they had morely promised to 
considor the subject. 

The second polnt of disagreoment is as to 
whether Mr, Blaine, in reply to a question 
whother the United States would inslab on 
a uniform tariff, and would demand prefer- 
ential treatment in our markets as againsd 
British and foreign goods, anawered that a 

uniform tariff would be necessary, and thet 
boo, on the line of the present United States 
tariff; and that the United States could 
admit of no arrangements which did nod 
give United States goods favored treatmen? 
as against foreign goods, especially those of 
Great Britalo, who was thelr chief com- 
petitor, This statement was made by our 
Finance Minister in his budget speech, and 
Was never questioned untill a few days ago, 
when, on Mr, Foster repeating {tb to a re- 
porter, In commenting on statements con. 
talned In President Harrison's last message, 
General Foster, who was one of the U. 8. 
negotiators, and who succeeded Mr. Blaice 
as Secretary of State, came out with a strong 
denial, He Is reported as saying : 

“During the reciprocity conference of lest 
winter Mr, Blaive did not insist that in a reci 
procity arrangement a uniform tariff would be 
necessary for both Oanada and the United 
States, nor much less that it should be on the 
line ot the United States tariff He did ask 
that the schedule should not be confined to nat- 
ural produots, bat should include an agreed list 
of manufactured goods, and that the reciprocity 
should be confined to Canada and the United 
States, and bscause of these two conditions the 
negotiations were fruitless,” 

It is significant that Secretary Foster 
should have withheld this contradiction of 
a statement which has passed Into history 
until he had a purpose to serve and until 
Mr, Blaine has become too ill to speak on 
the subject. It seems no less slgnificant 
that the Toronto Globe, which accepted the 
statements of the Canadian Ministers as to 
the negotiations as to the canal tolls,should 
now prefer the single aasertion of General 
Foster, whom {t formerly found to be fn 
error, to that of the two ministers whom 1b 


previously held to be correct In their atate- 


“ments, in which, we have no doubt, they 


can be backed by the British Ambassador, 
and whose accuracy ls further yoached for 
by Mr, Blalne’s well-known and freely ex- 
preased opinion that the British proylaces 
must nod be allowed the advantage of the 
United States market unless they became 
states of the union. 

The object of the Globe is clear, as wii) 


appear from the following extract from its 
article : 
We are bound to believe, therefore, that Mr, 
d not insist upon a uniform ter: f,much 
leas upen the acceptance by Canada of the Ameri- 
can tariff. In other word), that which the Cana- 
disn people regarded as the main objection to the 
negotiation of a treaty did not exist at ail, save 
tn the imagination of Mr Bowell and Mr. 
Foster On every Tory hustings and in every 
Aayjoona it waseaid again and again that 
the Liberals, while using free trad arzumente, 
desired to put Onnadauoder the McKinley 
and while the argument was unfair and 
misleading it would bs folly to deny its effective- 
ness. It now appears that Mr, Blaine and his 
successor in office bad as little notion of makin, 
& condition of a reciprocity treaty as had 
the Liberal leaders. There is po dovbt tbat 
bt “yay of making a treaty with ths 
United Sta'es under its present administration 
wat lost cotirely through this blunder and 
through the ill-concealed reluctance <f the Ut- 
tawa ministry to make any arrangement which 
would impair Oanadian protection.

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BLAINE’S SICKNESS 


Me Has allied After Being on the Thresh 
held of Death, 

Wasuinoror, Deo. 19.—All yesterday the 
life of James G. Blaine hung trembling 
in the balance. For more than an hour in 
the forenoon hope was abandoned and the 
end was momentarily expected. «fhe first 
crisis was reached between 10 and 11 o'clock 
inthe morning, when a sioking spoll set in, 
from which the worst was feared. 

His family were called around the bed- 
side, and his physician sont massongor after 
messenger to tho nearest drug store with 

rescriptions oh geet hasty attention. 

he distinguished patient lay unconscious 
and toall appearances dying until sbortly 
before 1 o'clock p. m., when a slight 
rally setin. His pulse, which had almost 
ceased to beat, became percepitable and 
partial consciousness was restored. 

Tho house was lighted carly last even- 
ing and the physicians held a ocon- 
sultation, but a little after 6 o'clock 
they said Mr, Blaine’s condition showed a 
slight improvement over the morning. At 
11 p.m. Drs. Johnston and Hyatt saw Mr. 
Blaine again and gave out for publication 
the following statement 

**Mr. Blaine seems to havo rallied entire- 
ly from his weakness of this morning 
and appears to be as well as 
he has been atany time within the past 
week, and while itis not possible to say 
what changes may take place in his condi- 
tion, he cau be said to be in no immediate 
danger.”

THREE MEN BURNED. 


Collision on the Greut Northern Railway 
—Four Men Killed, 


ALEXANDRIA, Minn., Dec. 19.—A fright- 
fal accident occurred on the Great North- 
ern Railroad yesterday morning at Nelson 
station, five miles east of here, in which 
eight men were killed and tive were seri- 
ovsly injured.

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THE SILVER QUESTION. 
END AND FAILURE OF THE CONFER- 
ENCE 
The Situation Presented By An Amerionn 
Attempt To

Nuw York, Dec. 20.—The Tribune odi 
torially saya: 

With the end and failure of the Inter- 
national Monetary Conterence comes the 
urgent question what the United States 
shall do, Over 14 years this country has 
staggered undor the burden of attempting 
to control the silver market for the whole 
world it has succeedod in 
establishing a slightly higher market pro- 
duction has #0 increased in this and other 
countries that a sharp decline in price has 
followed, 

When the Bland Silver Act was passed in 
1878, compelling coinage of $2,000,000 per 
month, the prico was over 54 pence per 
ounce, and that year this country produced 
less than 35,000,000 ounces of fine silver. 
Last year the country produced nearly 
60,000,000 ounces, and the average price in 
August this year was 38.11 pence per ounce 
and is now 38.37 pence per ounce, a fall of 
about 16 pence or 32 cents per ounce since 
the United States began vo provide an arti- 
ficial market 

Yet the increase in 


Every time 


roduction bas gone 
onin spite of the fal in price. A sure 
market being furnished, the mines could 
afford to produce all that the Government 
has taken, evon at the low prices this year, 
and it is evident that they ‘have produced 
considerably more, because about $12,000,- 

000 have been exported besides the quan- 

tity used in the arts. It is an obvious mis- 

take to rely upon a falling price to regulate 
production of this article, so Jong as the 

Government takes enough of the product to 

limit the fall. 
Much of the silver is produced in con- 
nection with other metals, so that its cost 
of production cannot be separately stated. 
Much is produced from mines where the 
cost is so low that the price must fall much 
urther before they cease to be profitable, 
The Government has tried all these years 
to benefit silver producers by securing 
higher prices, but has failed, because it 
has succeeded so well in stimulating pro- 
duction. 
This the United States has stated to 
other powors, pationtly ond courteously, 
with earnest appeal to them for their own 
interests to provide some larger use of sil- 
yer. The present administration has done 
all that it could. Perhaps it would have 
accomplished more if it had been sustained 
by the people, but the transfer of power to 
the Dempcratic party was interpreted by 
| foreign Governments as notice that free 
coinage by this country alone would afford 

them relief fora time at least, and pros- 
pects of great advantage. 

They were willing to have the United 
States take all the risk and pay all the 
| cost, and they kindly consented to take all 

the advantage they could of the op- 
portunity. It would be simple justice to 

foreign powers if within a week Congress 
should pass and the President should sign 
a bill stopping at once all purchases of sil- 
ver. ‘Ihat would leave other countries to 
shoulder their burdens themselves. 

Senator Sherman Was not tho only pro- 
minent man whof anticipated that the 
conference would fail to do anything, for no 
other issue could well have been expected 
after the defeat of President Harrison. But 
if Senator Sherman now asks immediate 
action on the measure he has proposed he 
will find more supporters than ashort time 
ago seemed possible. 

Had silver men themselves treated the 
sot of 1890 in good faith as a compromise, 
the caseniight-be different. They began 
agitating for its repeal and for free coinage, 
even while they wero e.joying the higher 
prices which the act did for a ume secure, 
During the last: campaign they gencrally 
joined hands with free-coinage Democrats 
in denouncing the law. 

If they do not wish it, and if it proves of 
no real benefit to the country but only a 
help to foreign powers, the sooner it is re- 
pealed the better, Republicans have no oc- 
casion to be ashamed ot it. They tried the 
measure in good faith, hoping other powers 
would soon be ready to do their part. As 
other powers are not, the United States 
may well begin to look out for its own in- 
terests. There are other Democrats in the 
present Congress who are ready with Sena- 
tor Hill to stop silver purchases at once, 

Possibly a majority of them may yet vote 
to substitute free coinage. But among Re- 
publicans they will find fower allies than 
before, it may be inferred from the lan-

_ THE ONTARIO MINING LAW. 


The Mail's correspondent at Sudbury 
strongly condemns the Ontario mining law 
and urges the amendment of the mischley- 
ous legislation, He remarks: ‘*The grow- 
{ng demand for nickel has increased four 
fold In the past few years. Eogland has 
adopted nickel steel armor plates for her 
new warships, and Russia is soon to do the 
same. The United States wore the first to 
discover. the..great superiority of nickel 
steel for this purpose, and now Commodore 
Melville, the Englineer-in-Ohlef of the 
American navy,has decided to teat {ts value 
on a practical working scale for the shaft- 
{ng of gunboats. Another use to which 
this new metal Is likely to be applied before 
long !s in the manufacture of steam bollers. 
Its tensile strength being fifty per cent, 
greater than that of ordinary stecl, or as 
90,000 to 60,000 pounds to the equare inch 
nickel steel would save an immense weight 
in the making of boilers. In othor words, 


' the thickness of a boiler would be reduced 


one-third, while fully as strong and less 
Mable to explode or rust. Thus 1b becomes 
more cortain every day that the consump- 
tloa of nickel Is going to be elmply enor- 


- mous in the very near future, and yet

The articles, asa rule, 
strongly advise Germans not to visit the 
United States during the World's Fair this 
year, as the Yankees only want rich foreign- 
ers to floece them, closing their doors against 
the poor, 

“TI found German merchants greatly per- 
turbed over the recent orders of the Trea 
sury Department threatening to hold 
steamers 20 days in quarantine. They 
were afraid to ship merchandise and could 
not carry out the orders received from 
America, Commerce between the two 
countries is suffering greatly and onemies 
of Republicanism sneer at the American 
Government as the cause.”

Wright was formerly 
financial manager of tlie society and Hobbs 
waa its managing director, It is said Hobbs 
& Co, owe the society £2,099,000. 


WEBB’S MISSION. 


Tho People of the United States To Ba 


Taught Islamien, 


Bompay, Dec, 21,—Alexander Russell 
Webb, who recently resigued his office as 
United States consul at Manila to preach 
Islamism, is now at Hyderabad soliciting 
contributions to o iund to be spent in send- 
ing Istamite missionaries to the United 
States 

He is having inrmense success. He will 
use much of the money secured in 
India to establish Islamite newspapers 
and lecture courses in American cities. 
He will also publish a now translation of 
the Koran. Mr. Webb says he was con- 
verted to Islamism by a careful study of 
the Koran and the works of the inter- 
preters, 

He made this study daring his leisure 
hours in Manilla, He has rosolved, he 
says, to devote the remainder of his life to 
preaching to the people of the United 
States the true religion and endeavoring to 
convert as many as possible from their pre- 
sent false belict. The western world, he 
says, is wailing to be Islamised!

THE BOY POISONED. 


An Heir to $50,000 Removed in « Start. 
ling Wray. 

Pirrsaunc, Pa., Dec. 21.—Little 4-vear- 
old Josep Guthrie was laid to rest in the 
McKeesport Cemetery Saturday, and the 
story goes that he was mauftdered almost 
before tie had passed the age of infancy 
because he was heir to $50,000 and stood in 
the way of another's mere chance to obtain 
the fortune. 

His mother is now suffering from nervous 
pearetios at the home of her sister, Mrs.

John Guthrie, sr., the fathor of the dead 
boy, was a wealthy civil engineer and lived 
with his family ona farm ab ut four miles 
east of Latrobe, Four years ago, shortly 
after the birth of his son, he was taken ill 
with typhoid fever and died soon alter- 
ward, leaving $50,000 to his infant son, 
which, however, was to revert to the 
mother in case the son died before reaching 
maturity. 

After the death of the father everything 
ran along smoothly until about one year 
ago, when on the day preceding Tianks- 
giving, 1891, the boy was suddenly taken 
ill. He vomited and had griping pains in 
hie stomach, but as he soon recovered 
nothing was thought of it at the time. 
Shortly prior to the boy's sickness Mrs. 
Guthrie, who was still young and said to 
have been quite pretty, commenced to re- 
ceive the attentions of aman whose name 
the friends of the family refuse to mention. 

However, ‘the would-be suitor found but 
little favor in the eyes of the widow, whose 
heart was wrapped up in the love of her aw

On March 14 last the boy was. again taken 
suddenly sick with similar symptoms, only 
the second illness was far more severe than 
tho first. 

His moutb became sore and he vomited 
freely, andon the third day (Dr. H. W. 
Hitzrot of McKeesport, o teasted physician 
of the family, was sent for. After “inakin 
a thorough examination, the doctor state 
that the child’s illness was caused by some 
powerful drug that had been administered 
to bim. Dr. Donnelly of Latrobe, was also 
called in, and he expreggéd himeelf to be of 
the same opinion os Dr. Hitzrot. Dr. 
Birchfield, who attended the case from the 
first, reluctantly admitted that the symp- 
toms indicated poisoning.

Suspicion 
now fell upon the man whom the child had 
named as the giver of the strange drink, 
and he was immediately dismissed from the 
good graces of Mrs. Gathrie. 

As 4 result of the extensive ulceration of 
the stomach due to poisoning the boy's 
whole system was deranged and weakened, 
making him an easy prey to any disease 
which he might contract, Acting under 
the advice of physicians his mother took 
him to Toronto, Canada, but the change 
made little or no improvement in his health. 
Remaining there but a short time they re- 
turned, going to the home of ber sister, 
Mrs. H. D. Darbacker of McKeesport. 

Little Joe seemed to be growing weaker 
instead of stronger, and thinking thatthe 
warm, balmy climate of California might 
possibly improve his health, on Noy. 14 his 
mother started for Pasadena, Cal, taking 
little Joe with her. He was taken serionsly 
ill soon after they arrived there. The 
California physicians atated that an abooss 
had pated his stomach, caused by the 
ulcerated condition of that organ, which 
the Fastern doctors claim was duo te 
poisoning.

It is said the California physicians held a 
post-mortem oxamination over the remains, 
the result of which isnot yet known, The 
{amily think that tho evidence in tho case 
is {ar too strong to be called suspicion, and 
willat once institute legal investigations 
to enquire into the cauce of death.

The friends of the accused talk of proso- 
cuting Mra. Dixon for tho torgeries which 
sho has admitted, but it is not likely that 
any action of this kind will be taken, as it 
is improbable that in view of all the ciroum- 
stances a jury could be secured in Halton 
who would convict her. 

Mrs. Dixon is well-known to many To- 
ronto merchants, with whom she has been 
dealing for four or five years past,and from 
beversl of whom she monthly ordered large 
bills of goods for her daughters. 

For two or three years she conducted a 
milk business, and the C.P.R. loaded up 
acores of cans at the ‘fourth line” for tran- 
shipment to Toronto. Her busivess in con- 
nection with the milk trade brought her to 
Toronto two or three times a week. 

The manner in which she disposed of the 
$2600 raised by forging her husband's name 
to notes, which she discounted, is no longer 
a mystery. The World learned yesterday 
that as long as three yoars ago she began 
speculating in Toronto realty, and like 
many another investor her equities 
Vanished. 
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TELLERS’ TROUBLES. 


When They Overpay Ohecks 
Out OF Pocket. 


Winpsor, Ont., Dee, 22.—When Tel- 
ler J. W. Waddell of the Windsor 
branch of the Merchants’ Bank counted 
up his cash the other night he was 
surprised to find that it was short to the 
amount of $2500, and al! efforts to trace the 
missing money proved abortive, 

Whether the money was stolen or over- 
paid is at present a mystery, but the 
officials of the bank are investigating the 
facts in connection with the disappearance 
of the cash, which was made up of three 
$500 bills and ten $100 bills. Although it 
is claimed that small sums, which che teller 
has made good, have been disappearing 
mysteriously from the teller’s box for 
months, it is generally believed that Wad- 
dell overpaid the ainount, as many similar 
cases have occurred at various banks 
throughout the province;and while the 
banks have in no cases. been the losers the 
tellers have, in most instances, been com- 
pelled to make good the shortages, as the 
recipients of the increased amounts have, 
in no few cases, made restitution, 

A few months ago tho teller of a bank in 
this city found that his cheoka and 
cash did not correspond by $1200, 
He could not account for the discrepancy, 
cudgel his brains as he might, and as a re- 
sult he had to make good the aum. 

Not many years ago the teller of this very 
bank in Windsor where the present dis- 
crepancy exists overpaid a customer 
to the extent of $5000, and he 
also had to make good the loss. 
A case which attracted attention in the 
Hamilton law courts some years ago, and 
in which one of the best known of Hamil- 
ton’s citizens was the victim, was of asimilar 
nature. The gentleman was teller ofa 
Hamilton bank, and one busy Saturday 
morning a farmer from over the mountain 
came in to casha check for $2500. The 
sum was paid in $500 bills and accidentally 
the teller dropped on the counter six bills 
instead of five. The farmer grabbed the bills 
and made off likea flash. Unluckily the 
tellor was the only witness of the affair and 
although proceedings were taken against 
tho dishonest tarmer nothing could be re- 
1. Heo wasnot captured with the 
money on him and he swore he had only 
received $2500, The teller had ta putup 
the money lost. 

Another case ocourred in Hamilton a short 
time since, where the teller of a bank inad- 
vertently paid out $2000 more than the 
check called for. The farmer to whom the 
money was paid discovered the mistake 
and, being an honest man, returned to the 
bank to restore the money. “You made a 
mistake,” he remarked to the teller The 
latter, who differed from most tellers in 
that he had a lofty idea of bis own clover- 
ness, replied, *'Ob, no! nothing of the kind; 
We never make mistakes here,” and refused 
to listen to the farmer. When ho counted 
up his cash he discovered his mistake 
and at 2 o'clook next mornin 
awoke the farmer from bed, anc 
with tears in hia eyes prayed for the ro- 
storation of the overpaid amount For- 
tunately the farmer was an honest man and 
the amount was restored

Cittcaco, Dec, 22.—If Canada bas built 
and armed three vessels for service on the 
lakes, as described by the officers of the 
Revenue Marine Service at Washington, it 
amounts (o a declaration of war,” said 
Maj.-Gen. N. A. Myles yesterday, allud- 
ing to the report that the Dominion bas in- 
creased its armed force on the great lakes, 

“Ido not want to be quoted an saying 
that Canada or Great Britain meacs war,” 
said Gen, Myles. “The fact is, though, 
that these three vessels sre in 
direct violation of the treaty of 1817, 
which limits the war vessels that either our 
Government or Great Britain can maintain 
ob the lakes to a certain number and limits 
their gun power, Tho action of tho Cana- 
dian authorities in building the three 
vessels deacribed by the officers of the 
Revenue Marine Service violates the treaty 
in both particulars. 

“England can send a large fleet of light 
draught war vessels up the St. Lawrence 
River into the great lakes and could burn 
every town from Duluth to Detroit; 
and the singular thing is that the 
United States could do scarce.y any- 
thing by way of defence so far as 
doing battle on the water is concerned, for 
while we have some light draught warsbi 
that could get through the canal, we could 
not get them to the upper lakes for the 
reason that they would have to pass through 
British posscasions, and that Canada or 
Great Britain would not allow,” 

Gen, Myles hada list showing that the 
British navy had 35 protected cruisers, 18 
Unprotected cruisers, 20 torpedo versels, 54 
Run vessels, 2nrmored vessels, 6 despatch 
vessels and Sarmed steamers of draught 
light enough to allow their passage through 
the Welland Canal.

Forty millions of 
pounds has thus been placed at the disposal 
of the tenants, and 80,000 have become 
owners of thelr holdings. Where this oper- 
ation has been carried out peace and con- 
tentment have prevailed,

Foster is Satisied With The 
Monetary Conference, 


Wasnixaror, Dec. 23.—"1 think there 
is a popular misapprebension in regard to 
the results so fac of the International 
Monetary Contorence,’ said secretary 
Charles Foster yesterday afternoon, ‘‘It 
isa grave mistake,” he said, ‘*to assome 
that the conference will bo a failure. ‘The 
taking ofa recess till May was expected 
by the Administration whep the American 
delegates loft this country.” 

“The fact that Mr, Rothschild made any 
proposition for the increased use of silver, 
coupled with his declaration that unless 
something were done to ensure its better 
use among the nations serious consequences 
would follow, is in itself a hopeful indica- 
tion that the prominent bankers of the 
world feel the necessity of reaching an 
agreement of such a nature as will secure 
approximate uniformity in dealing with the 
question the world over, 

“So far as my personal connection with 
the conference is concerned, all that I ex- 
pected of the preliminary meeting has been 
accomplished. The general drift ot the 
conterence is even more favorable than we 
anticipated.”

KNOWN IN AMERICA. 


Dr. Herz Was an Audacious Swindler in 
san Francisco, 

Sax Francisco, Dec. 23,—Dr. Cornelius 
Herz, who has been prominently mentioned 
in connection with the Panama scandal in 
France, figured in San Francisco for a time 
as an audacious swindler. He burst upon 
the Pacific const like a meteor and every- 
body was dazzled by his presence. 

This was io 1874. His success, social and 
professional, was wondertul and rapid. In- 
cidentally he induced George 8S, Ladd and 
M. J. Keating, both now dead, to loan him 
$90,000. Their widows now hold bis note 
for this amount 

Another of his victins was W. H. Lyon, 
a brewer ot large wealth, Herz treated 
him for some blood affection, real or sup- 
posed, and soon had the ol man completely 
within bis power 

Of course Dr, Herz was paid liberally for 
his services, but it was not known ontil 
several weeks after he sudslenty left in 1877 
to go to Paris how much the doctor had 
collected, 

Note after note, euch for $10,000 and 
each bearing the undoubted signature of 
Lyon, came pouring the brewer. 
“The total amount,” said Lawyer Thomas, 
who had been Me, Lyon's attorney, ‘twas 
over $100,000. As Lyon was known to be 
responsible Horz had an easy job to dis- 
count his votes,” 

A despatch from Chicago says: Dr. Cor- 
nelius Herz, the ‘‘American” who is the 
central figure in the Panama scandal, re- 
sided in this city during the years 1871-72. 
His brother, Joseph Herz, has lived here 
for 20 years, manufac- 
turers’ agent, 226 La 
Salle-street 

Dr. Horz is a cousin of Kinanuel mande- 
lin and his brother, the mi'lionaire dry- 
goods merchant of this city, Dr. Herz 
struggled hard with poverty during his 
Chicago experience and then gave it up He 
returned to New York in 1872 and shortly 
thereafter married a Boston woman and 
went to San Fraucisco.

HAMiutoN, Dec, 23.—One of uhe saddest 
events of the year took place ycsterday 
in the suicide of Mr Willian NoAulay, 
wholesale woolen goods merchant, No. 100 
King-street east, avd the city has lost 
one of its tnost highly respected business 
men. 

_ For along time Mr. McAulay jad been 
in poor health, A year and a bait ago he 
went to the Ol Country, and while there 
had a yery severe attack of rheumatic 
fever. For months it affected him, aud he 
has never since been thesame. Alter re- 
torniog he was troubled with cons.ant and 
intense pain in bis left hand, just at the top 
of the thamb, and this growing worse 
rendered two or threo operation: neces- 
sary, and the final cutting out of the bone. 

The intense and continued sulfering 
wrought seriously upon his mind, and his 
friends were always anxious on his behalf, 
he having intimuted that death was pre- 
ferable to such a state, when there was no 
hope for ultimate recovery. His friends 
saw that it was necessary that he sliould go 
to more suilable climates, and for some 
time have been busy in making arrauge- 
ments t« wind up the business, 

Only yesterday Mr. Seneca Jones com- 
pleted all arrangements for the sale of the 
business to Toronto parties, and the sale 
was considered very satisfactory. In a 
few days, had he preserved his mental 
force, he would have been fieed of business 
cares and would probably have gotten re- 
lief from his physical infirmities too. 

This morning Mr. McAulay gave instruc- 
tions to have some custom house business 
attended to and then checked over the goods 
which had been sold. Between 11.15 and 
11,30 o’clock he seut his clerk to Mr. R. B. 
Spera’s store, King-street east. 

The young manu was only away about 15 
minutes, and when le returned Mr. Me- 
Aulay wasnotto be seen. Going to his 
desk he found a sealed envelope addressed 
to Mrs. McAulay. He thought his em- 
ployer had likely gone into the cellar and 
shot himself, aud, not caring to go into the 
cellar alone, he ruslred for Mr. Seneca 
Jones, whose oftice is less than 200 yards 
away. 

In acouple of minutes the two returned 
and, guing behind a glass partition at the 
rear of the store, they saw Mr, McAulay 
hanging to a beam at the side of the stairs. 
He was suspended by a strap thrown over 
the beain and looped sround his neck. 

Young Thompson cat the strap and al- 
lowed the body tosink to the cellar floor, 
Mr, Jones felt for the pulse and thought 
that death had taken place. Dr. Day 
Smith was immediately summoned and ar- 
rived in a few minutes, only to confirm Mr. 
Jones’ belief. 

Mr. N. D. Galbreaith, brother-in-law of 
deceased, opened the note to Mrs. Mc- 
Aulay, and found that it aske her to 
forgive him for the act and commended her 
and their children to God's blessing. 
Coroner MacKelean was notified, but an in- 
quest was deemed unnecessary. 

Mr. McAulay was 52 years of age. He 
was formerly a traveler for Messrs. Knox, 
Morgan & Co., and afterwards went into 
businessin the firm of McAulay, Robertson 
& Munro. A little over two years ago he 
and Mr. Pratt started the wholesale busi- 
ness, which he has been carrying on alone 
for over a year. - 

He leaves a widow and two daughters.

Interesting Cases Uuder the Now Law.

A number of cases under the Ontarlo 
Game Act were heard before Polloe Magis- 
frate Flint yesterday in which several 
parties were charged with shooting and 
possessing fawns in contravention of the 
recent amendment to the Game Act. Tho 
cases have excited considerable Interest 
among hunters, as they are the firat under 
the new law. The attention of the court 
was chiefly occupied with the consideration 
of the cases against Ranseler Cooper, Chas. 
Olinton, Edwin Olark and Lewis Olark, of 
Prince Edward county, who were hunting 
as a party ab Horse Shoo lake In November 
last. The principal bono of contention was: 
what are the distingulshing characteristics 
of o fawo? After the evidence on both 
sides and the natural history bearing on 
the question had been fully gone Into the 
defendants succeeded in establishing that 
the animals {n question were more than a 
year old, and the oases were accordingly 
dismissed. Mr. H. K. Smith, game war- 
den for this district, acted for the prosecu- 
tlon, and Mr. W. 8S. Morden, of Ponton & 
Morden, acted for the defendants. Several 
other cases wore afterwards taken up and 
dismissed for want of evidence. It would 
appear from these cares that in the absence 
of horns the stage of development of the 
teeth Is the only reliable test as to the age 
of a deer,

Discovered That She Was Married to Her 
Father. 


New York, Dec, 24.—The Sun's cable 
rom London says; Polite society is just 
iow discussing with bated breath onc of 
he most shocking scandals of the many 
hat have sullied its history. The scandal 
vill soon occupy the attention of the divorce 
‘ourt in the form of a petition tor the nulli 
ication ofa marriage which was pertormed 
Dec. 14, 1890, by the Rev. Edward A. Chi- 
thester, Vicar of Dorking, Surrey. 

The social scandal bad its ‘origin in 1874, 
vhen Aline Marian de Hoghton, the un- 
narricd daughter of Sir Henry eagipanion, 
raronet, was delivered in Milan, Italy, of a 
‘emale child, the father of which was Alfred 
Arelius Clark, a wealthy man who moyes in 
the highest circles, 

Clark refused to marry his victim. The 
dirth of the child was kept a secret, and 
ihe mother returned to society, nobody he- 
ng the wiser as to her shame. She mar- 
‘ied in Janoary, 1875, an Irish gentleman 
vf good family named Fitzgerald. She 
pent the greater part of her time until 
ier death, a few years ago, on the Conti- 
sent. Her betrayer meanwhile had iar- 
tied.

About 4 o'clock on Saturday last two 
soams were soon unloading their frelghta at 
Mr. McKeo'sstore. We stepped into the 
stoce and enquired what the froighb was. 
Mr, MoFeo loformed us he was just unload- 
ing w little ailver-lead from his prospect, 
Chat gentleman is very modeab aboub the 
jaantity he has got in his office, buat there 
are no less than two tons of ailver-lead of a 
very high grade. Mr. MoFee says he had 
not the least trouble in getting this amount, 
for the voln Is over 15 feeb wide and is fall 
frioh ore. It appears that Mr. Laweon, 
lately from London, England, with whom 
Mr, MoF eo is incerested, suggested gotting 
out a good quantity to prove to the world 
that there is some good mineral in the back 
country. Accordingly this gentleman start- 
ed off for the woods and, getting three 
sleighs and four men, dug oud the mass of 
fine ore now lyingin Mr. MoFee's store, 
viz., a little over two tons. The greater 
part of the samples are solid galena jamo- 
sonite, some pieces as much as 250 Ibs. 
One fine plece of ore and gangue welghs 
some 800 lbs, and it was rather amusing to 
see the boys rolling this nugget indoors. 

Many were the questions asked about the 
mineral, and a Breat deal of Interest was 
taken by passers-by, but they could get no 
satisfactory replies to thelr numerous ques: 
tions. We heard Mr, Lawson say to Mr, 
MoFee, “*I have found a useful man in 
Belleville ; let us call him inas an exper 
in smelting.” Mr. MoFee asked, **Who's 
that?” to which Mr. Lawson replied that 
some wise man had sald he would rather 
have the silver that it costs to reduco Mr, 
MoFee's ore than all the allver in the ore 
itevlf. They laughed between themselves, 
and would further like to know If the 
above would-be expert knows anything 
about smelting operations. 

“It is exceedingly gratifying to us to know 
that after so many yeara prospecting that 
Mr. MoFee has abt last struck a very rich 
vein. We have gathered the following 
facts and give them to our readers who, we 
know are, always eager for the latest On- 
tario mining news. 

Fist and foremost we will deal briefly 
with the geology of the district immedi- 
ately surrounding Mr. McFee’s discovery. 
We gather that the ‘‘country,” to use a 
miner’s phrase, in which Mr, MoFeo has 
made the above discovery is orystalline 
imestone aid dolomite of a fine **keenly” 
looking nature, running approximately 
east aud west and bounded on the north 
by slates. The slates and limestones are 
probably of the lower silurian age. 

The vein is over 16 feet wide, and runs 
a little north of east and south of west, or 
nearly east and west, 

Towards the east the velo disappears un- 
der a lake and to the woat it fs entirely in 
limestone, and here it has proved of e«- 
traordinary value.

SEVERAL PROBLEMS. 


A Congress of Catholics Oalled to Pro- 
pose Practical Keforms, 

Curcaco, Dec. 27.—The call for a con- 
gross of the Catholics of the Uuited States 
to be held in Chicago during the World's 
Fair was issued yesterday. It is signed 
by Archbishop Feehan, chairman of the 
committee on organiration, and William J. 
Onahan, secretary. 

The congress will be convened Sept. 4, 
1893, and will be presided over by Cardinal 
Gibbons. Among the subjects that will 
receive the attention of the congress are 
the “Social Questions” as outlined by the 
Pope | in his enoyclical, “Catholic Educa- 
tion,” the ‘Independence of the Holy 
See,” the ‘Rights of Labor,” the ‘Duties 
of Capital.” ‘*Pauperism and the Remedy,” 
“Trade Combinations and Strikes,” ‘‘Immi- 
gration and Colonization,’ ‘‘Intemper- 
ance,” ‘The Condition and Future of the 
Indians in the United States,” ‘The 
Condition and Future of tho Negro Race 
in the United States,” and “The at ork of 
Women iu Religion and in the World.” 

Tho call says the congress must be pre- 
pared to propose practical reforms. It will 
not suffice that it shall have been the 
medium and opportunity for the delivery of 
clever essays and eloquent addresses on the 
various themes. Much more will be ex- 
pected from it, 


A BAD WRECK. 
A Passonger Express Train Hurled Down 
an Embankment, 

Denver, Dec. 27.—The Chicago express 
on the Santa Fe road, which left here at 
11.30 last night, was derailed about two 
miles east of Halstead while running ata 
high rate of speed. The passenger coaches 
and Pullman sleepers were hurled down an 
embaukment 50 feet high and landedina 
heap at the bottom. 

The overturned cars immediately caught 
fire, and it was with the greatest difficulty 
the imprisoned passengers were rescued 
froma frightful death. It is stated that 
two unknown boys, said to reside in Den- 
ver, were fatally injured. A number of 
passengers and several of the train crew are 
reported injured, but none were killed. A 
reliof train with physicians and surgeons was 
sent from here, and rendered assistance 
and relief to the injured. The accident is 
attributed to spreading rails.

EXPLOSION N IN DUBLIN 


The London Police We re Warned About 
Dynamite Oatrages, 

Dupuis, Dec. 27.—At the inquest in the 
wase of Detective Synuott, who lost his life 
by the explosion at Dublin detective office, 
a number of » testified. The ex- 
pert on Mr. ‘Uichberne, ex- 
pressed au opinion that the explosion was 
one of either dynamite or nitro-glycerine 

That the explosion was ot incendiary 
origin in this cuse, and not from any gas 
acc umulation, was considered evident from 
the fact that small pieces of metal c using, 
which had evideutly been part of the iu- 
fernal machine, were found nearabouts, 

The coroner's jury rendered a verdict 
that the explosion was due to explosion of 
a high class explosive substance placed in 
court by a person whose identity was un- 
known tothe jury. It was recommended 
that the authorities provide for the family 
of Detective Synnott. 

The London police recently received a 
vague intimation of 4 possible renewal of 
dynamite outrages, and extra precautions 
were at once taken Lo guard against injury 
being done to public buildings. It is sup- 
posed that the dynamiters thns thwarted 
decided to make Dublin the scene of their 
ontrage,

NICKEL NAVAL ARMOR. 


CANADIAN MINES FURNISH THE 


GREATEST SUPPLY. 


Trade With the United States Has Awak 


ened Dritish Experts to Make an Io- 


vestigution—An Interesting Account of 


the Mines 

Supnurny, Ont., Deo. 24. This is the 
place where the United States Navy De- 
partment obtains its nickel for the manau- 
facture of nickol-steel armor plates. Tho 
town is merely o clearing in the woods, but 
it stands on the Canadian Pacific main line, 
is the junction from which a branch runs to 
the Sault, connecting with the Minneapolis 
ANG ULULE Lines, Gud le bles entre of the 
richest mining district in Canada. 

Copper was discovered hero during the 
construction of the Canadian Pacific. A 
number of Cleveland and Akron capitalists 
becaine interested, and on penetog samples 
of the ore for analysis to the Orford Com- 
pany of New York it was found that nickel 
oxisted in largs quantities, This “find” 
was confirmed by the analysis of the Vivian 
Refining Works at Swansea, in Wales, and 
before long Seoretary Tracy and «Commo- 
dore Folger were put in possession of apeci- 
mens of nickel steel. Up to this the 
world’s supply of nickel, used principally 


in making nickel silver spoons, forks, 
coins and plated ware, had come 
from the Lancaster Gap mine in Penn- 


sylvania, owned by Joseph Wharton, and 
from the mines in the French penal colony 
of New Caledonia. The Now Caledonia 
nickel is found in beds of serpentine, but 
the veins are shallow, and in miner’s par- 
lance not persistent. The ore is mined by 
primitive methods, convict Iabor being em- 
ployed as well as native and Chinese labor, 
and carried many miles to the blast fur- 
naces, which are fod with Australian coke 
and coal, The cost of transportation alone 
in a heavy item and the fuel is dear. Tho 
object in smelting the ore is to produce a 
matte. Nickel matte bears the same rela- 
tion to refined nickel that pig-iron bears 
to refined iron and steel. In 1882 the aver- 
age price of nickel in the United States 
was about $1 a pound. The American pro- 
duction was under 300,000 pounds. The 

rice in England was somewhat less, the 
Singlish supply coming from New Caledonia, 
the mines of which were opened in 1876, 
The deyelopment of the Sudbury deposits 
has reduced the price to 50 cents, and when 
appliances for treating the matte have 
been established on a large scale, refined 
nickel can probably be bought for 25 cents 
or less. 

Specimens of wrougne ana rorgea nickel 
were exhibited by Mr, Wharton at the 
Philadelphia Exhibition in 1876. The 
metal was discovered in 1751, but had 
seldom been seen in its pure state until Mr, 
Wharton took hold of it. The use of 
nickel asan alloy of steel gave it great 
economic importance. ‘The compound is 
tougher and much more ductile and elastio 
than steel itself, and does not rust und 
water. English metallurgists employed it 
in the manufacture of gun barrols, but the 
reul credit of “‘bringing out” nickel steel 
belongs to the Navy Department at Wash- 
ington. The experiments with armor plates 
instituted by Mr. Tracy soon attracted at- 
tention in England. At firsythe English 
ordnance experts were disposed to pooh- 
pooh the extraordinary results obtained 
at the Indian Head proving grounds, but 
last year the Admiralty virtually admitted 
that Mr. Tracy had taught it something 
—a confession not often made by that body. 
In a memorandum prepared by Lord George 
Hamilton for the guidance of Parliament in 
voting thea Gy aps for the Navy it 
was stated that the armor plates of nickel- 
steel “combined resistance to perforation 
with freedom from serious cracking,” and 
that extensive orders had been given for nickel 
armor as the secondary defence of new 
battleships. Lord George added that, while 
nickel steel was superior to ordinary steel 
when used in thicknesses of three or four 
inches, “the experiments with greater 
thicknesses do not at present place it in so 
good a relative position,” but itis under- 
stood that his successor has founda 104 
inch plate, such as that ased by Mr. Traoy, 
superior toa 12-inch plate of ordinary 
armor stecl, Admiralty agents have re- 
cently visited Sudbury to consult with the 
Vivian people, who have a mine and smelt- 
{ne works 

The McKinley ~tariff admits nickel ore 
and matte free, repealing the old duty of 
15 cents 3 pound. Nearly the whole 
product of the Sudbury mines has thus far 
gone to the United States for armor plate 
purposes. Seven mines have been opened, 
and others worked to a limited extent. 
Nickel-bearing ore has also been found near 
Ottawa. The experts say that the supply in 
the Sudbury country is practically inexbaus- 
tible; they speak of six or seven hundred 
million tons being in sight, and predict 
that in a few years 20,000 tons of nickel 
will be produced annually, Much depends 
on the Dominion. Government. 

The ore is both roasted and smelted, In 
building a roasting heap a layer of fino ore 
is placed on a¥bed of clay and gravel, and 
covered with 18 inches of dry pine. Ano- 
ther layer of ore is put on, and then more 
pine. There are openings for draughts abt 
the sides and ends, and sticks set upright 
throughout the heap serve os flues. Each 
heap is kept burning fora month, somo- 
times for two, those containing the largest 
proportion of sulphur and iron requiring 
the longest and fiercest combustion, The 
furnaces are of the Herteshoff patent. They 
aro mado of rollod steel, with a water space 
of two inches between the outer and innor 
plates, and cast iron bottoms protected 
byitire brick. They are elliptical in form, 
with a diameter tanging from three feet or 
so to #ix fect and a half, and are nine feot 
in height to the charging door, A square 
opening on ono sido is fitted with firo-vlay 
to a corresponding opening in the furnace, 
through which the molten mass flows into a 
water-jackoted nottling pot that reste on 
wheels A oharge consists of 2000 pounds 
of ore and coke eight parte of ore to one 
of coke. The matte bubbles out, causing o 
series of sharp reports, and is cooled in the 
pais and shipped to the refining works 

rom five to eighttons of ore uo to the 
mnaking of a ton of matte The matte con- 


taing from 10 to 20 per cent, of nickel, 
the other components heing copper, 
iron, sulphur, cobalt and slag ] 
perimentg are being made with new 
furnaces in the hope of increasing the rich- 
ness of the matte, soasto save expense ip 
t sportati Ihe contract between the 
United Btates Government and the Oarne. 
gie and Bethlehem works, whoro the armor 
plates are nade, calls for U4 por cent. of

The nickel ore—nickeliferous pyrrhotite 
in the technical name—is found in the midst 
of rocks of different characters belonging to 
different horizons, bub’ gteenbtone sooms to 
be the parent rook.

All through 
nickel and coppor are mixed together, and 
it is supposed that the deposits are equal 
in point of depth to their horizontal ex- 
tension, But this is only guess-work.

Street Jeweler—His Store Entered iy

Who Gng and Tle the Jewelers, 


23.—One of the. most 
ever reported to the 
police nutlorities came t light’ yestor- 
day, A. H. Dewdney «& Bro, manu 
facturing jewelers ot 61 King-strect enst, 
own a retail shoo ot 184 Queen-streat onst 
which is under the management of Armour 
Davir. Willinin Mitchell, nssisted 
bim in the stora They both reside in the 
West End ond they. came down to business 
together, reaching the store at 8.10 a.m. yor 
terday. What followed fs told by them as 
follows: They proceeded to make renly for 
the business of the day, and while thus en- 
gaged three eoung men came in, As they 
entered Duvis was behind the counter 
taking the more valnable portion of the 
stock out of the eafe and placing it in 
the showcase, The toy was in the 
window cléabing cits Each of othé three 
men produced a revolver, and covering 
Davis and the boy. ordered them into a room 
ot the back of the shop. The two shop as 
sistants were then securely bound with ropes 
and gagced with bandkerchiefa, which the 
robbers stuffed into their mouths and tied in 
place with strong cords. Ono of the men 
then sfood gusrd with revolver “Over the 
captives while the other two went throuch 
thesafe. They found nbout $590 in cash 
and a few small sums in packages belonging 
to the St. Clarens-nvenue Methodist Church, 
of which Mr, Davis j§ treasurer, and $1.90, 
the property of the Sanday school of that 
chureb. Having secured the money they 
filled their pockets with all the j-meley 
they could lay their bands on. The small 
satchel in which Davis carried tils lunch 
was taken possession of by the rot-bers, who 
transferred their plunder to it. The two 
men who bad made the collection took the 
well-filled satcbel and went out by the back 
way, leaving their confederute behind to 
prevent bis prisoners freeing themselves and 
giving the alarm. He continued to 
keep guard for about threo minutes 
after the departure of the two, Then 
he disappeared through the back 
door and left the man and the boy 
struggling to free themselves from their 
bonds. Finally, by a prodigious effort 
ounce Mitchell sucreeded in getting bis 
ands free, and after that it-did not take 
Jong to loossn the ropes which held him fast 
He rushed to the front door, opened it and 
then returned with a koife, with which in a 
couple of seconds be slashed asunder the 
topes that beld Davis The manager ran 
into the strect, gave the alarm and then pro:

pumps were manned and put to 

evory man of the crew being summoned 
toduty. For 24 hours continuously the 
pumps were kept at work and the water 
prevented from gaining on the veasel. 

Tho excited passengers, finding that they 
were not in instant poril of being swallow- 
ed up by the waves, regained courage and 

atiently waited for a steamer to tow them 
into port, 

At that time the Noordland was 
400 miles west of Queenstown. The crippled 
steamer was sighted by the steamship Ohio, 
which left Philadelphia on the same day 
thatthe Noordland left New York and 
needed assistance was at once extended. 

The voyage to Queenstown in tow was 
attended ty much difficulty, and the con- 
tinuous stormy weather made it necessary 
to navigate with caution,but the Noordland 
arrived without further accident. An ex- 
amination showed that the fracture of the 
shaft was six foet inside the stern. 

The steamer Noordland Was towed into 
Queenstown harbor by the steamer Ohio at 
7 o'clock this evening. All the passengers 
were on deck waving hats and handker- 
chiefs and cheering. Anchor was dropped 
and the passengers were removed to shore 
by a tender. All showed signs of the 
anxiety which they bad suffered, 

Some of the elderly steerage passengers 
were hardly able to walk. Several women

red Kotz, a first cabin passenger, now 
stopping at the Queenstown Hotel, told his 
experience last night as follows: 

he firat two days out of New York were 

fairish, although part of the time a heavy 
sea wasrunoning. Tho weathor then grow 
rapidly worse. On the night of tho acci- 
dent we were making about 12 knots an 
hour. The ship was rolling heavily, and 
most of the cabin passengers were below 
sick. Five or six of us wérein the smoking 
room talking about how we should pass 
Chriatmas in Antwerp, when there was a 
terrific crash and we were thrown from our 
seats into a heap on the floor, The vibra- 
tion of the ship almost shook us from our 
feet as wo started for the door. It seemed 
as ifa gigantic hammer was pounding the 
ship's fottom. 

When we got outside we saw the oap- 
tain coming fromthe engine room. The 
passer ers came running on deck, half- 

ressed and white from fear. 

We surrounded the captain and he told 
us that the main shaft was broken, but 
there was no immediate reason for alarm. 
The other oflicers who were not busy below 
walked about among the passengers in- 
cessantly, and tried to encourage all to be- 
lieve that there wasno danger. Ina few 
minutes we learned that the ongineers, at 
great risk to their lives, had fouad 
two stay plates and plumber blocks 
hed smashed the gland of the engine, 
The bulkhead, however, had ~ been 
kopt tight. The vessel pitched and rolled 
terribly, so that we saw we could not truat 
to the boats in case the worst came, 

We were just becoming calmer when we 
saw the crew rashing through the steerage, 
earrying bedding, mats and carpets to bo 
atuffed into the tunnel box. We all know 
thep that water was coming in. 

Novody slept that night. Ihe women 
sat crying in the cabins and the men 
crowded the smoking room to play cards 
and talk over the situation. We all were 
badly frightened. Tho vessel rolled ter- 
ribly and with every roll came a tremen- 
duous thump as if a pieco of shaft was loose 
and smashing things in the hold. Tho 
sails bad beey spread, but they did not 
steady the ship noticeably, Wo knew that 
wo wore far froin the track of trans: 
Atlantic steamships, and most of us on 
that night would not have guessed that our 
chances of life wore more than two in five, 

The crew worked heroically, at tho 
pumps for the 24 hours after the accident, 
and at the same timo the engineers wore 
busy at the shaft, fixing plugs and trying to 
prevent further influx of water. 

Eventually word was sont out that tho 
flow of water had been cheoked. We had 
plenty of food and water, and therefore 
with fairly favorable weather would have 
been able to hold our own for some time, 

As tho sea was atill too rough, however, for 
oh lifeboat, we were a gloomy lot, 

‘riday was unoyentful. The tables were 
laid as usual, but fow cared to eat. At 2 
o'clock on Saturday morning the lookout 
yelled, ‘Light ahead.” Everybody turned 
out and listened eagerly for tho next 
word. 

She's a steamor,”’ was the noxtcall We 
all shook hands and cheered and many ran 
about shouting for joy. We all remained 
on deck the reat of the night watching the 
Ohio’s lights. At daylight by 
and passed a hawser time, 
as I learned our 
after-peak was full of water, and despite 
their oxpressions of confidence the officers 
of the ship were intensely anxious 

The Ohio began towing us very slowly.

and battered grip, In the grip he found a 
leather writing desk, which contained a 
number of photos aud letters addressed to 
Ed, Brice, section man, Crowfoot, Alberta, 
aucG other places in the Northwost Territory. 
Many of the letters were from bis father and 
relatives in Eugland, and Mr, Bastedo ascer- 
tained that the owner of the grip was un- 
doubtedly the son of Edward Brice of 5 Hal- 
ford-street, Leicester, England. The letters 
contained numerous enquirie: as to why the 
son bad not written, and among the papers 
was found an indenture of apprenticeship to 
a harness maker in Leicester, England. 

Enquiry at the offices of the Do- 
miniou Express Company showed that 
the grip had been sont from 
Donald, N.W.T., to Siccimousie, B, C., on 
Marob 16, 1891, with instructions to bold it 
until called for by sender, 

Mr. Bastedo communicated with the 
father, who seems to be a.man of some edu- 
cation, aud yesterday received a reply in 
which the father says of bis son: 

“He, with our full consent and best 
wishes, sailed from England in April, 1890, 
to endeavor by perseverance and industry to 
make a home in the Northwest. We 
received Jettors at frequent intervals from 
bim, in which he told us of his dolngs and 
the places he bad been working in; he mwen- 
tioned Boissevain, Medicine Hat, Gretchen 
aod also Calgary, from which place we 
received his last letter in January, 189L 
From thence we beard from anothor source 
that he had gone on to Siccinousie, B. C,

ONTARIO LEGISLATURE. 


Wilt Not Frobably Assemble for Several 


Woeoceks, 


Toronto, Dec. 20.—It ‘is 
that the Ontario Legislative Assembly 
will 6° called together until towards 
thew end of February, as it will take 
several weeks longer to get the chamber in 
the new Parliament Buildings in the Park 
in readiness for occupancy, 

Meantime the buildings present a lively 
scene, 

Carpenters, plastorers, tile-layers mingle 
with Cabinet Ministers, officials and citizens 
having businessin the departments in their 
new quarters. The Ontario Cabinet now 
bolds its meetings there, and the whole build- 
ing bas au atmosphere of newness and brisk- 
ness. The battered furniture which has been 
brought from the old Parliament Buildings, 
however, detracts slightly from the general 
“spick and span” effect. 

The chamber will undoubtedly be com- 
pleted beforé the next sitting of the Legis- 
lature. The dimensions of the chamber will 
be 65 feet by SU feet, and the height of the 
ceiling is 51 feet. 

The chamber will be in the centre of the 
building and south of the main corridor or 
the mezzanine or second floor, and thus im- 
mediately above the main entrance and 
lightad from three sides, The speaker's dais 
will be at thesouthern end, immediately in 
fropt of the reporters’ gallery. The dais is 
11 feet long and of carved mahogany. Im- 
pe ately. bebind the speaker's chair the lion 
an 
bas relief, while above the coat of arms 
three dates are cut, 1792 in commemoration 
of the opening of the first Parliament; 1867, 
the year of Confederation; 1892, for the year 
in which tho new Parliament buildings are 
supposed to be completed. Two Gothic lions 
carved at the top of mahogany pilasters gur- 
mount the whole, 

The press gallery at the head of the cham- 
ber covors its entire width aud will be large 
androomy. The seating of the gallery has 
not yet been arranged. 

On either side of the chamber facing onst 
and vest will be the ladies’ and visitors’ gal- 
lories, which will together seat about 500 
people. Each gallery is the entire length of 
the chamber and will contain five tiers of 
seats, which will be elegantly fitted up in 
niahogany and sycamore with plush oush- 
ions. 

The Government members will occupy the 
east side of the chamber and the Opposition 
the west side, No definite anuouncement 
has been made on the subject, but it is gener- 
ally understood that the old seats will be 
broughtupfrom Wellington-streot for the 
use of members, The decorations will be 
elegant and artistic A 
coat room on the same floor will be panelled 
aud fitted with 116 compartments iu walnut.

The grand staircase which leads up to the

At the extreme west end of the main 
corridor the Library will be situated, which 
is being fitted in quarter-cut white oak, 
The Library will be comploted iu 10 days, 
and it will be quite possible to get the books 
io by the end of the second week of January, 

A gallery runs around three sides of the 
room, and an ironrailing will keep the 
vandal public from meddling with thé books, 
The members’ reading room is close at hand, 
and ia finished in white ash.

a number not only of the lower officials, but 
rank 
and sovoral officers having positions of trust 
and confidence near the person of the Czar 
have been put under surveillance, although 
not under arrest, being given leavo of ab- 
sence from duty until the suspicions resting 
upon them aro verified or disproved. 

The oxtent of the plot is not yet known, 
and there seoms no doubt this time of its 
genuine character, although itis not cer- 
tain that the motives of the plotters are 
Nibilistic. 

There is much discontens in the army 
with the prolonged period of peace and 
many of thie officers think that the Czar is 
too pacific in his disposition, These is no 
longer an outlet for these warlike spirits in 
subduing the tribes of Central Asia. 

All these have been brought thoroughly 
under Russian subjection, The Russian 
empire was never more peaceful, so far as 
external enemies are concerned; the mur- 
muring amofig the army officers ambitious 
for glory and disappointed in their hopes of 
promotion is correspondingly great. 

It is-no secret that there was bitter dis- 
appointment in military circles soven years 
ago, when the Czar had to bring his auto- 
cratic authority to bear to prevent his gen- 
erols from plunging intoa war with Great 
Britain and Afghanistan, and the spirit ot 
impatience among the Russian officers has 
been increasing since. 

For these and other reasons the authori- 
ties aU St. Petersburg are greatly appre- 
hensive as to the extent of the conspiracy 
developed at Kieff, and much excitement 
prevails both in official circles and among 
the public, 

Meantime the persecution of the Jews 
goes on more earnestly than ever, the lead- 
ing prosecutor being the Grand Duke Ser- 
gius, brother of the Czarand husband of 
Queen Victoria’s grandaughter, Elizabeth. 
As Governor of Moscow he seems determined 
to turn every Jew out of the city. 

The Jewish population of Moscow has 
already been reduced from about 80,000, 
when Sergius Wcame Governor, to about 
30,000, and the number continues to de- 
crease under the added rigor of penal laws 
and the intolerable severity of that en- 
forcement. 

By a new law which has recently been 
put in force, only 10 out of 100 Jewish law- 
yors in Moscow and St. Petersburg are al- 
lowed to practice, while in Warsaw and 
Russian Poland this liberty is wholly de- 
nied, 

The Moscow University shuta its doors 
against Jews, and it will not be long before 
the Conservatoire does the same. The se- 
vere treatinent of the Jews is having a 
ruinous effect upon real estate and other in- 
terests, at least 30,000 lodgings being empty 
in Moscow. 

The most pitiful scenes are witnessed 
among the crowds of Jews at the railway 
stations. Men and women over 80 years of 
age, hali-clad Jittle children cryirg and 
praying in the cold, 

Their sufferings are viewed with utter in- 
difference by the Russian authorities, and 
any non-Jewish residents who display kind- 
ness towards them risk being put under 
suspicion. 

The soldiers detailed to assiat the police 
in guarding Jews treat them with the 
greatest brutality and frequently prick the 
unfortunates wich theic bayonets if they 
attempt to leave the stations in which they 
are penne:l. 

The officers do not like the 
guarding Jews, which they look 
beneath their dignity, this 
cause of soma discovtent among 
tary.

Six Edicts Which Aimed To Cloar Rossin 


of Joews—Enforoed With the Utmost 


of 


Suffering In Consequence 


Loxpon, Dec. 30,—The latest advices 
from St. Petersburg and othor parts of 
Russia show that the porsecution of the 
Jows owl the inhumanity of the Czar’s 
officials towards that unhappy race are 
groator than ever before. Six edicts have 
been issued aiming to disperse the Jewish 
subjects of Russia, weaken their position 
and trading interests, and crush out their 
religion These edicts enforced with 
the utmost rigor in many yarts of the Em- 
pire and with severity everywhere. 

The Moscow papers boast that since the 
beginning of 1891 20,000 Jows who have 
been driven ton pretended denial of choir 
religious faith in order to escape intolerable 
persecution have been deported to the dis- 
trict of Ticherkesova, about five miles from 
Moscow. There they are rigorously gov- 
erned by priests of the Russinn Orthodox 
Church, who require them to atttegd the 
services of that chureh and to comply with 
its various rules, watching narrowly for any 
sign of evasion or repentance, 

The police have been making a careful 
scrutiny of the birth papers of the Jews 
with a view to drive more of them out ot 
the towns, none being allowed to reside in 
towns except those who are natives. Mos- 
cow has lost, in consequence of the peraecu- 
tion, a mulutude of the most valuable 
residents? Many of the Jewish tradesmen 
and artisans who have been driven from 
Moscow have gone to Lodz, a place a few 
hours by rail from Warsaw, and which has 
rapidly risen toa population of 125,000, most 
of them Jews, nder the impulse of Jowish 
skill and industry Lodz is fast becoming an 
important manufacturing centre, the fac- 
tories there being busy night and day and 
the manufacturers havibg orders for three 
months ahead, 

Trade in Moscow is on the ofher hand 
collapsing ihrough the loss of Jewish 
capital and labor, which had no small share 
in building up and maintaning the industry 
and prosperity of that place. While in 
Moscow under the barbaric adminstration 
of the Grand Duke Seigus the persecution 
ofthe Jews is for the time being some- 
what relaxed, and throughout Russia 
generally the ill-treatment of Jews isnot 
on as large a scale as in Moscow, 
although severe and most intolerable every- 
where, 

The regulations especially and universally 
enforced throughout Russia are those limit- 
ing the residence of Jews within certain 
fixed localities, the prohibition of Jewish 
artizans from working in places beyond the 
control of official boards of trade, and the 

restriction aa to unauthorized synagogs, it 
being forbidden to Jews to worship in any 
but an authorized synagog. 

The condition of Jews, except in Lodz 
and a fow other places, is becoming steadily 
worse, particularly in the case of those who 
have no means to bribe Russian officials,

THE CARTAGE QUESTION. 


Drycgoods Merchants Wait Upon the Rail. 
road Authorities, 


Montreat, Deo, 30,—A_ deputation of 
the drygoods section of the Board of Trade, 
consisting of the president, Mr. R.L.Gault, 
and Messrs James Slessor and P. P. Mar 
tin, waited upon Mr. George Olds, general 
traffic manager of the C.P.R., and Mr, John 
Burton, general freight agent of the G.T.R., 
in reference to present cartage grievance. 

The drygoods men complain that owing 
to the recent separation of the cartage from 
the freight in the railroad uccounts they 
are compelled Lelpey cartage to their ware- 
houses upon goods bought, freight prepaid, 
in the West, and they ask -the railroads to 
return to the old system, under which tho 
freight and cartage were luded on the 
one charge and the goods delivered free at 
their own doors, 

To this the railroad representatives re- 
plied that treight rates had been steadily 
declining for some time past, while the 
cartage rates were the same as ever. 
Hence they wero unable to include the 
cartago in tho freight without advancing 
freight rates. This Intter course was im- 
possible, because the tariff sheets and 
schedules are already printed and could 
not at present be altered. 

Under these circumstances only one 
course is open to merchants purchasing 
goods from Western factories on the old 
terms—that is to pay the freight and cart- 
age themselves and charge back the amount 
against the invoice. In this way the goods 
will practically be delivered free at their 
warehouse doors as heretofore, although 
it will involve a little extra trouble on their 
part.

Donity, Dec. 30.—The Imperial authori- 
ties have directed Scotland Yard to take 
the spy, Major LeCuron, into the employ of 
the Government for the purpose of tracing 
out the guilty parties connected with the 
Dablio explosion. 

The authorities appear to be so strongly 
convinced that the Dablin explosion, by 
which Detective Synnote lost his life, was 
part of the work of a band ofponspirators 
that they have sent a detcctive to Biscritz 
to keep guard over Mr. Gladstone and to 
protect him from outrage. Mr. Gladstone 
has not becn made aware of the precaution 
taken, as it is known that he would resent 
any protection Of the kind should he be 
aware of it. 

Home Secretary Asquith is also pro 
tected when he gues out in public by a de- 
tective in civiliau attire, who keeps near 
enough to interfere in the event of an at- 
tack upon Mr, Asquith. 

In view of all the precautions taken the 
opinion prevails that too authorities are in 
possession of definite and important in- 
formation as to the existence of a formidable 
dynamite conspiracy.

Not only this, but General N, A. Miles 
(whom we suppose to be one of the army 
of some thirty thousand generals, colonels, 

majors, and captains, whom the United 
States could put in the field at short notice), 
sees In this actlon of our Government not 
only an infraction of the treaty of 1817— 
and therefore the equivalent of a deolara- 
tlon of war—bovt a standing menace to every 
United States city and town on the great 
lakes. He also states that ‘the British 
navy has 35 protected cruisers, 18 
unprotected cralsers, 20 torpedo vessels, 
54 gun vessels, 2 armored vessels, 6 de- 
apatch vessels and 5 armed steamers of 
draugh light enough to allow thelr passage 

through the Welland Canal,” and that 
“England can send a largo fleet of Nght 
draught war vessels up the St. Lawrence 
River {nto the great lakes and.could barn 
every town from Daluth to Detroit .” 

The gallant General {s in error, both as to 
his facts and inferences; in the ftrat place 
there Is no violation of the treaty of 1817” 
By that instramenteach nation fs permitted 
to maintain on the Jakes one armed vessel 
and three revenue cutters; the United 
States have exercised that right from the 
date of the treaty, while the Britlsh-Oana 
dian Government have allowed thelr right 
as tothe cutters to lle dormant; bub cer- 
tainly the disuse of a right does not extin- 
guish {t, and the right of the Canadian Goy- 
ernment tomaintalnthreerevenuecutterson 
the lakes 1s as perfect to day as it was on the 
day on which the treaty was ratified. The 
gallant General's military acumen seems 
as much at fault as his historical know- 
ledge. Asa strategist he ought to know 
that Britain is not likely to risk her vessels 
on a route where a fow pounds of dynamite 
skilfally applied, would not only bar their 
advance, but cut off their retreat,and leave 
them lying helpleas in the dismantled 
canals, exposed to attack and deprived of 
the chief element of defence, free locomo- 
tion. It is not likely that Britafn will ever 
go to war with the United States, unless 
under the most extreme provocation, If, 
however, a war should be forced upon her, 
her course would most likely be to employ 
her nevy to capture or destroy the United 
States merchant vessels {n all parts of the 
world, to blockade her coasts, and possibly 
to bombard some of thelr maritime cltles 
on the shores of both oceans. Leb us hep, 
however, that a better spirit, the spirit of 
peace and good will, may actuate the rolers 
of both countries, and that the world msy 
be spared the spectacle of an internecine 
confilch between nations so intimately oon- 
nected by the tles of a common ancestry 
and a Common language.

RAILWAY ACCIDENTS. 


The Number Has Stendily Inorsased in 
Spite of All Efforts, 


Wasutnaton, Dec. 30.—One of the most 
interesting portions of the statistical report 
just aouad in connection with the work of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission is 
that relating to the number and character 
of accidents upon the varied railroads of the 
country. 

Attention has frequently been directed to 
this very important matter, and all sorts of 
recommendations have been made with tho 
view of diminishing the frequency of these 
casualties, But in spite of all efforts in this 
direction the number of accidents has 
steadily increased. For the year ending on 
June 30, 1891, the casualties were greater 
than for any previous year. 

Of course the greater part of theso acci- 
dents befell the employes of the railroads, 
Of 7029 killed during the year, 2660 were 
employes and only 293 passengers. The 
samo ratio is kept up in the list of the 
injured. Of a total of 33,881 persons in- 
jured on the railways, 26,140 were em- 
ployes and 2072 were passengers, 

Tt must be remembered that the increase 
in the number of employes killed and in- 
jured is due, ina measure, to the fact thas 
more men are employed. In the year 1891, 
for example, 784,285 men were employed, 
an inerease of 34,984 over the preceding 
year. This large increase necessarily 
exposes more men to the risks and perils of 
railroad life, while at the same time devices 
for the protection of the men do not keep 
pace with the growth of this large army. 

A classification of the accidents for the 
year shows that the greatest danger lies in 
the coupling and uncoupling of cars. In 
1891 415 employes were killed, and 9431 in- 
jured in this work. lt is apparent, there- 
fore, that one of the means for lessening 
the number of accidents to railroad men 
must be some device which will remove the 
element of danger in coupling and uncoupl- 
ing cars. 

This has been partly met by the auto- 
matic coupler. Some states have passed 
laws reqairing the use of this device, but 
many railroads refuse to employ the auto- 
matic coupler, and it is difficult to compel 
the use of it by legislation. Many deaths 
and accidents on the railroads are caused

brakemen especially are exposed. The 
slightest carelessueas on the part of the 
brakeman as he runs along the top of the 
train may be fatal. No doubt these acci- 
dents will continue to be frequent until the 
air-brake is generally saaitad! 

When freight trains are provided with 
this form of brake, the necessity of running 
from one car to another will be done away 
with. Here isa fino field for the inventive- 
ness of tho American. Ifhe can do any- 
thing to diminish the oxtent of this annual 
sacrifice, he will indeed be conferring a 
great benefit upon the public.
